THE SUB-COMMITTEE'S INVESTIGATION. 
Spvectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

New Yorx, Dec. 28.—The Sub-Committee of 
the Committee of Ways and Means of the House 
of Representatives began yesterday their inves- 
tigation, in this city, in regard to the alleged 
bribery of members of Congress by the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company. Sitting around a 
table were Mr. Burchard, Chairman of the Sub- 
Committee; Mr. Kasson, Mr. Niblack, Fernando 
Wood, Mr. Dawes, and Mr. Beck. Rufus Hatch 
was present, with Ciark Bell as his eounsel. Mr. 
Bassett, Clerk of the Committee of Ways and 
Means, acted as Secretary. George 8. Coe, Pres- 
ident of the American Exchange Bank, was 

THE FIRST WITNESS. 
He told about the large depomt made by Irwin 
in May, 1872, amounting to $750,000, and stated 
that $320,000 of this amount was drawn in three 
separate checks (probably in cash), paid over 
tbe counter to Irwin himself. He recounted 
the presentation of two other large checks, one 
of $275,000 and one of $110,000 by two strangers 
who were unwilling to identify themselves, and 
how in their zeal to protect the bank they dis- 
covered that 
ONE OF THESE MEN WAS WILLIAM 8S. KING, 
Postmaster of the House of Representatives, 
Their efforts to identify the other; sn were un- 
successful. The Assistant Cashier of that bank 
corroborated the testimory of his 
superior. He testified there were two 
deposits, one of $735,000 and one of 
$15,000. The four checks, which are plainly 
marked with the bank’s numbers, are No. 2,364, 
$50,000 ; No. 2,565, 650,000; No. 2,362, $10,000; 
No. 2,363, $12,000. This deposit was made 
May 27, 1872. The other deposit was 
made May 29, 1872, and consisted of three 
checks: No. 2,360, of $5,000; No. 2,360, of 
#5,000; No. 2,361, of 810,000. The checks 
marked ‘‘21” were 
DEPOSITED IN THE BEGULAB WAY, 
through the Deposit-Department; that is, the 
$735,000. The other two were deposited with 
the Note-Teller. Irwin came into the bank the 
day the first deposit came into my office, made 
some remark to me of an ordinary character 
with no reference to business, went out of 
my Office again, and first passed to the receiving- 
teller’s desk, threw his bank book down with his 
deposit and went out. After he bad gone the 
Receiving-Teller tuld me of this extraordinary 
deposit, and I was quite startled. On the 29th 
of May two strangers came into the bank. 
They were unknown to any one. They pre- 
sented themselves first to the Paying- 
Teller ; handed bim two ehecks, one for $275,- 
000 and one for $115,000. These checks were 
drawn, to the best of my recollection, by Col. R. 
B. Irwin to his own order, with the indorsement 
over is, ‘* payable to bearer,” or were indorsed in 
blank. They 
DEMANDED THE CURRENCY. 

The Teller, startled by the large sum, was un- 
willing to let them have it without some identifi- 
cation, but the gentleman refused to give that. 

then referred them to ‘the officers” 
in the rear of the bank. They 
to the Assistant-Cashier, and he 
also had some spprehension about paving this 
large sum without assurance that it was all right. 
Again they were refused, and were referred to 
me. Ihad heard part of their conversation, 
which was omphatic. I asked them to sit 
down and explain what was the matter. 
One of them said in substance, ‘I have here 
two checks on your banks and they refuse to pay 
them.” 1 said, ‘“‘Let me look at them, 
gentiemen.” They handed them to me, 
and I looked at them. I said, 
‘‘Now, gentlemen, you know these are very 
large sums of money.” One gentleman present 
aided, “ This is not alarge sum.” I said ‘Two 
hundred and seventy-five thousand dollars we 
consider in New York to be a pretty large sum.” 
He answered, 
‘‘ WE HANDLE LARGER 8UMS 
than that.” Isaid, *‘Thexe is a courtesy due 
between gentlemen, and there is a certain obii- 
gation which everyone owes to the community 
handling large sums of money, and op that gen- 
eral ground I ask you to identify your- 
selves, simply that I may be sure I 
am not paying a forged check. He an- 
swered something like this: They had reason 
for not wanting to be identified, and declined to 
do so. I was in & corner, because I could not 
fail to recognize the right of any man to main- 
tain his incognito if he wanted to, and they had 
the right to demand payment of the checks. The 
only ground on which I could refuse was to say 
that the checks were forgeries. I looked at them 
very carefully, and was assured that the signa- 
tures were correct. I said, ‘‘Howdo yon pro- 
pose to use this money ? If you are gong to use 
it in the bank it will relieve me of all embarrass- 
ment,’’ One of them said he was. I said, ** Then 
have this check certified and save all trouble.” 
He assented. I directed the check to be certi- 
fied. Ithen said, turning to the other man, who 
had the $115,000 check, **How do you want 
this?” He said, ‘*I-want itito-morrow morning in 
money.” I had the assurance that if the certified 
check was deposited in another bank anything 
wrong would be discovered, andI said I would 
agree to that. It was exceptional, the whole 
thing, The next morning the gentlemen came 
together, and, without any superfluous words, 
said, *‘ Pay this check.” The check was paid 
and the men went out. I had spoken to the po- 
liceman, Mr. McDougal, whose duty is 
among the banks, to follow this man and 
see if he was respectable. Mr. McDougal fol- 
lowed him; came back ip about twenty min- 
utes and informed me that the man to whom the 
$115,000 was paid went from our bank to the 
Park Bank; went to the officers’ room and had 
some conversation there ; then went to the note- 
Telier, and paid‘ the note. He went down the 
street into the Equitable Insurance Building, 
and went up in the elevator. There the 
policeman lost him. [I then directed the 
Assistant-Cashier to go to the Park 
Bank and request his answer to a confidential 
note that I gave him in order to assure me that 
tha check was paid to an honest man. He came 
back and reported that the man’s name 
was King, and that he bad been post. 

Mr. Wood said: I would suggest that it would 
be well for reporters to withdraw while we ask 
questions in reference to these names. 

The reporters accordingly withdrew, it being 
understood that if the connection of apy ofthese

I said, ‘‘ Go to that office and see 
if the gentleman is there.” The police-ofticer 
went there and came back, He re- 
ported that the gentleman was sitting 
there reading.

Mr. Cole, the President of the Am@rican Ex- 
change Bank, was examined in reference to the 
deposites made by Irwin. He testified that, on 
the 29th of May last, two strangers entered the 
Exchange Bank. One of them presented a check 
for $115,000, signed by Col. Irwin. He ask- 
ed the presenter of the check what his name 
was, but this he refused to disclose. The 


‘ amount was paid and the parties left, followed 


by a messedger, who saw them enter the Par 
Bank. On sending tothe Park Bank Mr. Cole 
found that the man who drew the check from the 
American Exchance Bank 

GAVE HIS NAME AS KING, 
and stated that he was Postmaster of the House 
of Representatives at Washington. Another 
sum of $275,000 was drawn bythe Marine Bank 
on acheck sent for that amount on the same 
day. Of $390,000 paid that day, $19,000 was 
paid by certified checks, and the remainder in 
notes over the counter. Thie occurred in May, 
1872. The deposits which Irwin made, up to 
that date, were only small sums, varying from 
$1,000 to $4,000. On the 27th of May,three sums, 
two of $100,000 and one of $125,000, were 
drawn by different persons on certified checks, 
made payable to bearer, and signed by Irwin. A 
large deposit of $735,000 was made on the 25th 
of May. Thetwo men who came for the money 
on the 29th of May appeared to know one anoth- 
er very well. The witness thought be could 

EASILY RECOGNIZE KING, 
but conld not identify the other person. At the 
time of this large deposit by Irwin the witness 
ascertained that the sum was deposited in checks 
of the Pacific Mail Company. About one year 
after King had drawn the first sum from the 
American Exchange Bank, he called again to 
draw another check, which was not so large in 
amount ; did not know whether ho had been at 
the bank laiesly. The witness left with the Com- 
mittee the account of Irwiu with the ban.k 

BEAUMONT CLARK, 

the Assistant Cashier of the American Exchange 
Bank, was sworn, and testified to the following 
of the man who drew the large sum of money. 
Losing sight of him, he went to the Cashier of 
the Park Bank avd ascertained that the tnan who 
drew this money was William 8. King, the Post- 
master of the Hense of Representatives. 

The Cashier ot the Park Bank was J. 8. 
Worth; had seen the gentleman who drew the 
$115,000 check about a year afterwards. He 
was recognized by the witness, who addressed 
him as Mr.* King. The latter said in re- 
ply that it did pot always answer 
to have a good memory. The witness described 
the person whom he called Mr. King asa _large- 
sized man, wearing bushy side-whiskers. He 
thought Irwin was in the city at the time ; did 
not know of Irwin drawing any ofthese checks, 
but the inference was that he had. 

The Committee here took a recess. 

When the Committee met after adjournment, 
the 

BOOKS OF THE PACIFIC MAIL COMPANY 
were produced. Samuel J. Harriott, banker and 
broker, and member of the banking firm of Har- 
riott & Noyes, testified that he had been five 
years in business ; knew Stockwell, but not Ir- 
win. During the year 1872 he had bought and 
solid stock of the Pacific Mail Compa- 
ny and Panama Railroad for him. A 
check, numbered 2,355 was handed him 
to recognize, which he failed todo. The check 
was dated May 24, 1872. On that date wituess 
received no stock from the Pacilic Mail Com- 
pany. After referring to his books, witness 
stated that on the 21st of May, 1872, there was 
an entry of $228,756 for 4.700 shares of stock of 
the Pacific Mail, to tbe credit of A. B. Stock- 
well. No other sum from either Irwin or Stock- 
well was received from the 2ist of May to the 
4th of June, inclusive. On the 15thof May the 
firm delivered 5.000 shares of Pacific Mail stock, 
for which they received $433,602 in checks from 
the Company. 

THESE WERE ALL THE TRANSACTIONS 

which occurred with the firm in_ the 
month of May. Never sold stocks for the 
Pacific Mail Company, but only for Stockwell. 
On the 9th of September, the same year, Stock- 
well deposited a check on the National Bank of 
the Commonwealth for $500,000. This check 
was dated Sept. 7. The check was indorsed ** A. 
B. Stockwell” and “‘ Harriott & Noyes.” On ex- 
amiving his books witness stated that the entry 
of*Sept. 9 was Pacific Mail Steamship Company 
exchanged $500,000. Stockwell had for this a 
check from the firm onthe Continental Bank 
for #507,547. The account closed for that vear 
on the 24 of November, 1872. On the 15th of 
May, 1872, the 

HIGHEST MARKET PRICE OF PACIFIC MAIL STOCK 
was 85° ; 2lst of May, 83'¢; 24th of May, 784 ; 
May 27, 7734; May 31, 75%<, and June 15, 69. 

The Committee retired into private session to 
examine the books of the firm of Harriott & 
Noyes with regard to accounts of other parties 
with the firm. After the session had been de- 
clared open the examination was continued. 
Witness was told by Hatch that on the 4th of 
May, 1872, a check for $650,000 had been depos- 
ited with the firm by R. B. Irwin, but this, wit- 
ness said, was not deposited, and was not 
entered on their books. On the 15th 
of May check, of the Company, credited 
to Stockwell for stock valued at $433,612 were 
deposited. On the 2ist of May a check for 
$228,735, and one for $15,000 were deposited, 
both for 4,700 sbares of Pacific Mail stock. On 
the same date checks were received from Mark- 
ham to the amount of $831,259 for stock. 

MR. DELAMATER, 
Cashier of the Marine National Bank, was then 
called. On being asked with reference to two 
strangers who were followed to his bank by Mr. 
Clark, witness desired to refresh his memory 
from the books of the bank, and was allowed to 
appear at a future time for examiuation : 

KING'S IDENTITY. 

J. L. Worth, Cashier of the Park National 
Bank since 1863, was called. 

He knew Mr. King, but was not very intimate 
with him. Had learned from the note-telier that 
King had taken out notes of deposit amounting 
to $115,000 or thereabouts in May, 1872. 

Thomas Ellis, note-teller of the Park National 
Bank, testified that, on the 30th of May, he re- 
ceived from King $112,500, to be used as fol- 
lows: $40,000 to bé piaced in the St. Paul Bank, 
Minneapolis, Minn.; $15,000 to pay a note about 
to reach maturity; #1,000 to be piaced to the 
credit of the St. Paul Bank, Minnesota. He had 
also issued eix certificates of deposit, at his in- 
stance, amounting in the aggregate to $56,459.17, 
issued to the order of William 3. King.

SHERIDAN AND NEW ORLEANS. 

Gen. Phil Sheridan, accompanied by Gen. 
Rucker and daughter, Col. Mike Sheridan and 
wife, and Maj. George A. Forsythe, left Chi- 
cago last night for New Orleans via the Lilinois 
Central. They will go straight through. 

HOW THE NEWS IS RECEIVED IN NEW ORLEANS. 

Special Dispatch to The Chaco Tridune, 

New Or.eans, Dec. 28.—There is much taik 
here about the proposed change in military 
commanders of this Department, “Up to to-day 
no intimation had been received at Gen. Emory's 
headquarters of any change. Gen. Emory is 
not distrusted by Republicans here, as seems 
to be the impression at the North. He 
is recognized by them as a conscien- 
tious, upright soldier. His duties here 
are very delicate, he being obliged 
to keep people from cuiting their neighbors’ 
throats, and, at the same time, making as littl 
show of force as possible. He has been soundly 
berated by the Democratic papers here for his 
report, in which he stated that the presence of 
troops in the Southiwas necessary to the pres- 
ervation of the Government, and that fact com- 
mends him to all Republicans. 

TONE O¥ THE DEMOCRATIC PRESS. 

Notwithstanding Gen. Emory is not very popu- 
lar with New Orleans Democrats, the prospect 
of having Pbil Sheridan come here is deemed 
very grievous. The following from the Lvening 


tion of our reconstructed fellow-citizens : 

The oetentatious manner in which the rumored as- 
signmeut of Gen, Phil Sheridan to the command of 
this Department is paraded in the Radical organs is 
eminently characteristic of the eowardly knaves who 
generally control those mercenary sheets, Forgetful 
of the fact that the gallant sons of Louisiana have 
more thau ouce confronted, on the battle-field, this 
overrated and vainglorious warrior, they imagine that

Wasuinaton, D. C., Dec. 28.—The statement 
yesterday of Gen. Sheridan to a newspaper rep- 
resentative in Chicago that he knew nothing of 
any present intention of ordering him to New 
Orleans was correct, and the statements in these 
dispatches which Gen. Sheridan seemed to have 
denied were also correct, with one exception.

All that Sheridan could have known on Saturday 
was what was communicated to him in a brief 
dispatch from the War Department on Saturday,

FOLLOW THESE INSTRUCTIONS 
to the very letter. Thereis no possible doubt 
as to the correctness of this information, as it 
is derived from the highest official sources. The 
President on Friday last promised certain 
Southern Republicans that, in view of possible 
coutingencies, Gen. Sheridan should be ordered 
to New  Orleane, with instructions to 
arrive there not much after the beginning 
of the new year. This promise of the President 
was fulfilled on Saturday, when the confidential 
instructions were maiied to Gen. Sheridan, 
through Gen. Sherman at St. Louis. The text 
of these instructions is, of course, of an entirely 
persoval and confidential nature, but it is known

AFFAIRS AT NEW ORLEANS. 
THE WARMOTH-BYERLY FIGAT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

New Orveans, Dec. 28.—The wounds of Gov. 
Warmoth,received in the rencontre which result- 
ed in Mr. Byerly’s death, are more serious than 
they were at first supposed. The cane with 
which Mr. Byerly struck the Governor wasa 
heavy hickory stick, with crooked handle, and 
more than an inch in diameter. This was broken 
over Warmoth’s head, which is badly laid open, 
in addition to which his back was injured in the 
fail, Mr. Byerly falling on top very heavily. Gov. 
Warmoth is in the parish prison, and re- 
ceiving medical care. Although his wounds are 
serious, he will probably recover. The physi- 
cians who examined 

MRE. BYERLY’S WOUNDS 
declared that either one of five of the six 
stabs which he received wou. have proved fatal. 
His funeral was very largely a'tonded yesterday. 
The Coroner's inquest will be held to-morrow, 
aud Gov. Warmoth will probably be cleared on 
the ground that he acted in self defense. At 
least that is the prevailing opinion. 

THE DUEL 

between Gov. Warmoth and Edwin L. Jewell, 
editor of the Bulletin, which was to have taken 
place to-day, was necessarily postponed on ac- 
count of the incarceration of the Governor. It 
will probably take place when Warmoth gets 
clear of his preseat difficulty, and his bruises 
get somewhat healed up.

Warmoth re- 
ceived fully 500 visitors at the Parish Prison, 
among them Messrs. McEnery and Penn, ex- 
Mayor Wiltz, Judge Kennard, and many other 
prominent citizens, who generally e ed 
themselves satisfied that the action was justifia- 
ble under the circumstances. Gov. Warmoth 
was to-day suffering considerably with fever and 
pains in the back and side, but was not confined 
to his bed. 

(To the Associated Press, 
BYERLY'S WOUNDS. 

New ORLEANS, Dec. 28.—The Byerly inquest 
will be held to-morrow. Drs. Schumakers and 
Stone held a post mortem, which was as follows : 
There were found to be sir wounds, only one of 
which was superficial, being a slight flesh- 
wound over the abdomen, and any one of the 
otber five wounds would have caused deaih. 
Two of the wounds were 1n the back of the left 
side, penetrating the spleen. These were the 
immediate cause of death. The three other 
wounds penetrated the side between the fifth, 
sixth, and seventh ribs, and would have caused 
death in a couple of weeks from pneumonia 
though they were not of an immediate danger- 
us character.

THE POST-OFFICE DEPARTMENT, 


CIRCULAR FROM THE POSTMASTER-GENERAL. 

Wasurnoron, D. C., Dec. 28.—The Postmaster- 
General will soon send to all Postmasters of 
leading cities a circular, of which the following 
is an extract: “The increasing deficiency in 
the Post-Office Department is assuming such 
proportions as to demand a strict and rigid effort 


. to reduce expenses, with a view to curtail this 


great deficiency. One of the largest items in 
the annual expenditares of this Department 
is the expenses of Post-Offices, This, upon 
examination, is found to differ very materially in 
offices of the same class, which are influenced 
by the same conditions of service. The appropri- 
ations for these expenditures for the fiscal year 
is $3,250,000. The expenditures at the present 
rate will be $3,340,0L0, leaving a deficit of 
$90,000. I have determined upon an investiga- 
tion of all the offices, to be made by agents of 
the Post-Office Department who are 
THOROUGHLY VERSED 
in all the details of Post-Office work and re- 
quirement, witha view of discovering the amount 
necessary, to be appropriated for the next ensu- 
ing year. in connection with this, I deem it ad- 
visable to reorganize the clerical force of all the 
offices of the higher grades, systematizing the 
labor, and basing the compensation of the clerks 
upon the quality and amount of the service 
performed, and introducing a svstem of ap- 
pomntments and promotions that will enable you 
to reduce the force and expenses to the lowest 
limit, and increasing the ellicieucy of the service 
to the greatest extent; while at the same time 
the pay to individual clerks may be increased, if 
increase is demanded. This organization is ab- 
solutely necessary to carry out the object pro- 
posed, and will receive the attention of the agent 
detajied for the examination of the offices.” The 
Postmaster General suggests to Postmasters 
that they forthwith submit a draft of such a 
scheme of organization of their respective ollices 
as they may think necessary.

GREAT SINNERS. 


Whose Misfortune It Isto Fall in 
the Hands of the Law. 


A Startling Occurrence in St. Louis--- 
A Georgia Vendetta. 


A STARTLING OCCURRENCE. 
From the St. Louis Republican, Dec. 27. 

The dwellers in the neighborhood of the cor- 
ner of Sixth street and Christy avenue had a 
sensation of a horrible nature at ten minutes be- 
fore 9 o’clock last night. On tie northwest 
corner of the streets mentioned is a three 
and a half story building, the first floor of 
which is occupied by a_ cigar-store, and 
the upper floors by lodgers—meu and women. 
The majority of the lodgers are colored women. 
The attic or garret room which overlooks Chris- 
ty avenue, and which commands a view of the 
third floor of the Lindell Hotel, is occupied by 
one Jenny Sly, @ colored woman. Among her 
frequeot visitors is a colored man named Jim 
Williams, whose occupation is of a varied nature, 
and who is addicted to hard drinking. Williams, 
it may be said, claims the woman as his wife. 
The friendship of the two has not thrived 
of late, and on occasions of his recent visits high 
words have been heard to pass between them. 
Yesterday evening he called, and the quarrel 
seemed, from the sounds which other 
in the buildiog heard, to wax \ armer than usual. 
At ten minutes before 9 o'clock there was a 
cessation of the war of words, a crash and jingle 
of giass, a blaze which threw a bright light upon 
the wails of the Lindell acrosa the street, and a 
series of the most frantic female shrieks. 

Then those who were down.on the street, and 
whose attention had been attracted to the lo- 
cality, saw by the brightlght within the room 
Jim Wilhams rush to the window, kick out 
the gash, let bimself down from the window- 
sill until his arms were stretched to their full 
length, and there hang, four stories from the 
sidewalk, with nothing to break his inevitable 
fall. The lookers-on held their breath while he 
hung there with his face to the wall, and the 
minute duritig which his flogera retained suiti- 
cient strength to sustain his weight seemed a 
half hour, There was only one way for this 
scene to termivate ; and suddenly Williams’ fin- 
gers lost their hold upon the sill, and he came 
down to the sidewalk like a bullet, scraping the 
walls all along in his descent. He was intoxi- 
cated, and to thiscondition 18 attributable the 
wonderful fact that he did not sustain the frac- 
ture of a bone. He struck upon his feet, and 
collapsed into a heap, much bruised, cut, and 
jarred, and partially s@ ued. 

lu the meantime Jeunie Sly had rushed out 
into the hail, enveloped in flames, the same be- 
ing fed by her clothing, which was saturated 
with coal oil. Several persons immediately 
rushed to her rescue, and, after one or two inef- 
fectual attempts, the tlames were extinguished. 
The clothing was neaily ali barned from her, 
and the iower part of her body had suffered 
terribly. 

A police officer, seeing the flare of light, and 
hearing the screams of tire, turved on an alarm 
and brought out the fire department. The lat- 
ter retired in good order on finding thai there 
was nothing foritto do. The immense crowd 
which had collected, however, refused to retire 
until the two injured persons were started in an 
ambulance to the dispensary, whence they were 
sent to the City Hospital. 

A positive explanation of this whole occur- 
rence has not yec been arrived at, but a verv 
plausible one is contained in the injured woman’s 
statement. She says that after they had quar- 
reled for some time, Williams became very wuch 
angered, and suddenly picking up the lamp, he 
threw itat ber. It struck her and broke, the oil 
spreading all over her, and catching fire. Prob- 
ably started and confused by what he 
had done, Williams rao the window 
to escape, and it was not until he had let 
himseif partially down that he realized his 
dangerous posiuop. The fragments of the 
broken lamp were scattered about the room, and 
the burning oil had made some havoc with the 
furniture. Wiliams, shortly after falling, stated 
that his wife (Jenme Sly) and he were talking, 
when she accidentally knocked the lamp off the 
table, with the result given. 

Snortiy afterwards Williams seemed to be un- 
able to speak, and suffering greatly, but it was 
thought that he counterfeited much of this.

[Tavana Comments on President 
Grant’s Reference to the Cuban in-«- 
surrection,. 

Correspondence & the New York Triowne, 
Havana, Dee. 15.— lhe most engrossing topic 
of interest in all political circles for the last week 
bas been the President's message. The Jhario 
de la Marina, which is the ollicial organ in Hav- 
ana, comments on it ina loog article. It says: 
‘** The most alarming reports have been in cir- 
culation the last few days regarding the Presi- 
deut’s meseage, and these rumors made gold rise 

8 per cent in a few hours. The New York papers 

have given us the eubstance of the message 

and, altbough we are not thoronghbly pleased 
with some parts of it, we do not find 

a single se. ® nce to inspire us with serious fears. 

Gen, Grant, who sees things at a distauce of a 

great many leagues, can express his opinion in 

terms more or less ambiguous; but he has said 
nothing calculated to disturb those men who have 
aiready given countless proofs of severity and 
decision in days gone by, for instance, in the 

Virginius question. At that time there was rea- 

son for serious misgivings even to the most dar- 

ing; but to-day there does not exist the slight- 
est cause forfear. ... 
it is true that the struggle still continues in 
Spain ; but we object to the sentence that no 
change has occurred, We object also to the 
stateinent that Spain has not obtained a snperi- 
ority in the struggle. Six months after the ris- 
ing in Yara, Spain bad obtained a great advantage 
over the Cubans in the Eastern Department, 
in the Villas, and in Camaguey, at that time 

(1869) the uucleus of the rebellion. Months 

passed on, and Spain was still ahead in the strug- 

gle, and bad reduced the rebel bands to 5,000 or 

6,000 men, mostly Chinese and negroes. Almost 

all of the chiefs at the outbreak of the rebellion 

have perished ; many are in foreign lands, and 
only about a dozen are now in the Cuban ranks. 

All this clearly shows that Spain is the superior 

and is far ahead of Cuba. In saying that six 

years’ strife give the insurrection a significance 

which cannot be denied, Gen. Grant makes a 

great mistake. In the first part of February, 

1869, he could have thought that the idea of sep- 

aration had strong root in the minds of the Cu- 

ban people, and was then very popular; but the 
past six years have proved the fallacyof this idea, 
and it only exists now in the minds of afew people, 
many not even natives of Cuba, but adventurers 
aud foreigners. ‘lhe struggle has lasted so long 
on accoun: of reaching the enemy, who hides in 
the fastuesses of the mountains audin the woods, 
and who has every advantage of clime and terri- 
tory in his favor. We have already said that the 
rebellion at the present time has only a dozen 
chiefs in its ranks. Among them are the so- 
cailed Marques De Santa Lucia, Vicente Garcia, 
and Sangulli. Fiveor six thousand men com- 
prise the Cuban army, and they are mostly ne- 
groes and Chinese. The negroes are afraid to 
present themselves to the Spanish authorities, as 
they are afraidof returning into slavery, and the 
Chinese are well pleased to fight in the Uuban 
ranks, as they exercise asort of authority there 
unknown to them before. Thisis the true ex- 
planation; but the insurrection has not a true 
seutiment for a base, not even one elevated aspi- 
ration, only an igvoble end in view. Gen, Grant 
says that Spain is in the midstof internal 
troubles, and that, as there exists no manifest 
power in Cuba, other nations may possibly 
adopt energetic measures for self-defense. Pres- 
idevt Grant will ailowus to believe that no 
foreign nation will dare to interfere in the affairs 
of a perfectly independent nation. Gen. Grant 
should look at home. ‘lhe war of extermination 
against the Indians has already lasted many 
years in the United States, but the United States 
do not feel disheartened on that account. Should 
the war in Cuba continue for eight centuries, as 
long asthe war with the Moorsin Spain, no 
foreign power would be justitied in interfering, 
under the pretense of self-defense, aud Spain 
would have a right to thrust aside all foreign in- 
tervention. Regarding the President's allusion 
to the settlement of the important question of 
claims pending between tue Government and 

Spain, we have to be grateful to the Pres- 

ident for the mild tone in which he ex- 

himself, and which is perfectly 
proper in treating with a frieudly nation like 

Spain, that bas always shown marked deference 

to the United States. If the United States at- 

tend strictly to the justice of its claims, Spain 
will satisfy them; for, though she is a haughty 
nation, quick to resent slichts, she is always 
generous when she is addressed ii a becoming 
tone. . We suppose Gen. Grant does not 
go further back than the end of November, 1873, 
and we acknowledge there has been no chance 
in the Central Department; but there has been 
in the Eastern Department a marked improve- 
ment. The principal reason why there has been 
nochange in the affairs of the Central Depart-

THE COAL MINERS. 


Prospects of a Strike in the Lehigh 
and Schuyikill Regions. 


Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Dec. 28.—Just now there 
are rumors rife concerning the expected troubles 
in the Lehigh and Schuylkill coal regions, and 
the meeting of the operators on Wednesday is 
looked forward to with more than ordinary inter- 
est. On their action depends the annual query, 
Will there bea strike? The miners have al- 
ready announced their determination to oppose 
apy reduction of the basis of wages below what 
thev received during 1874. The operators say 
the limited demand for coal will necessitate a re- 
duction of the prices 50 cents per ton below what 
they are now receiving, and the proposed lower- 
ing will of course cause a cutting down of the 
wages of the miners. 

Your correspondent called to-day at the office 
of the Secretary of the Reading Iron and Coal 
Company, who are the largest operators in the 
country, and from Mr. Foster learned that the 
corporation which he represents has under its 
control forty mines and an interest in forty 
more. Thev employ in these about 1,500 more, 
who would strike instantly if there is any reduc- 
tion of their wages. Your correspondent asked 
Mr. Foster if be thought the lowering of the 
price of coal would stimulate the iron industry. 

Mr. Foster—That is a question that canaot 
be determined. We cannot look abead and tell 
what the demand will be. 

Correspondent—In case of a strike, is there 
coal enough at the wharves and places of storage 
to meet the demand ? 

Mr. Foster—We can go through a three- 
months’ strike. The miners bave done their 
usual amount of work the past season, but the 
mild weather we have bad 6o far has caused a 
falling off in the demand. 

Correspondent—Will toere be a rise in the 
price of coal in the event of a strike ? 

Mr. Foster—We do not apprehend apy. Ido 
not think there will be. 

It is not improbable that we are on the eve of 
a great conflict between labor and capital in the 
coal-producing regions. The stock of coal on 
hand is very large, and the time for fixing the 
anoual rate on basis of wages is athand. The 
Philadelphia & Reading Coal and [roa Compaay, 
which is by far the largest mine of coal in the 
Schuylkili region, is disposed to reduce the 
workingmen’s wages, and at a recent 
meeting of the operaters of the Lehigh 
it was declared that the basis of 1874 
must be redtced. If the operators and com- 
panies are resolute,in their purpose and the men 
resist, as they are sure to do, a strike is inevita- 
ble, and a strike at this time in this great in- 
dustry will be a very serious matter. The basis, 
bo 1t anderstood, is a rate of wages~proportion- 
ate to the price of coal at Port Carbon, the great 
shipping depot of Schuylkill County. A mini- 
mum price of coal is fixed ($2.50 has been the 
price for the last few years), upon which the 
miners recéive s0 much per week. For every 
increase over this minimum the men receive a 
proportionate share. Under the basis of the 
iast three years, which it is now proposed to re- 
duce, the miners get $14 a week, the laborers 
210 and $11. But asthe selling price of coal 
has averaged higher than the minimum fixed, 
their wages have been slightly higher; but as 
on an average, and from one cause or another, 
not of their volition (they work but eight 
or ten months a year), the annual total 
of their wages is but slightly in excess, 
if any, of that paid common and 
less hazardous labor in the cities, ‘The average 
profit to the mine operator on a ton of coal de- 
livered at Port Carbon is estimated at 35 cents, 
$2.40 being the cost of thecoal at the point 
where it is sold, or delivered tothe railroad 
company for shipment to tide-water. The price 
at Port Carbon for the past month averaged 
about ¢2.75. The reader can compare the price 
there with that in large cities. he heaviest 
item in the cost of coal is transportation. Port 
Carbon is 9 miles from Philadeipbia, and 
the charge of the railroad company for transport- 
ing a ton is 1 54-100 cents per mile. The ques- 
tion of a strike in the anthracite region has sev- 
eral important aspects for consumers. The sus- 
pension of the coileries will throw between 30,- 
000 and 40,000 men out of work, who buy largely 
in this market, thus adding to t’e prevailing 
business depression ; and it will very probably 
increase the cost of coal, temporarily, and that, 
too, at 2a time when it can 
least afforded. A _ still more important 
question is, whether a _ reduction § in 
the wages of the miners will effect in the end a 
permanent reduction in the cost of fuel. This is 
a phase of the case which concerns the iron-mas- 
ters and manufacturers of the State as well as 
the householders. The Workingman, the 
organ of the miners, claims that labor 
is only one-fourth of the cost of min- 
ing coals, and the proposed reduction of 
wages would only effect a saving of 14'¢ cents 
per ton. The question is whetherthis would go 
into the pockets of the people or into those of 
the mining and transportation compavies. I 
have sta the case plainly, and exposed it to 
every side.

The decree of the Court below is reversed and 
the cause remanded, with directions to that 
Court to ascertain the rate per cent required to 
produce the sum levied by the act in force July 
1, 1873, for Siate purposes, and to enjoin the 
collection of ail State taxes levied on the prop- 
erty of appellee in excess of that rate.”

Prior to the filing of the decision of the Snu- 
preme Court in the case of Ramsay vs. Hoeger, 
on the 19th June, 1874, there was only one case 
in which the State tax collected under the levy 
of 1873, on the increased valuation over 1863, 
had been carried to the credit of a local bond 
fund. On the l0th day of June, 1874, the Coun- 
ty Board of McLean County presented $20,000 
in registered bonds of the county, and demanded 
that they be paid out of the local bond fund, at 
par, for principal and accrued interest, anount- 
ing to $20,388.88 ; and that so much of the State 
tax on increased valuation over 1868, paid by the 
said county, as was needed to pay the same, be 
earried to the credit of said fund. This was 
done, and the bonds redeemed. This amount is 
less than the amount of the seven thirty-sixths 
of tax charged, collected in McLean County, and 
paid into the State Treasury. 

LEVY OF 1574. 

In accordance with the provisions of an ‘‘An 
act to provide the necessary revenue for State 
purposes,” in force July 1, 1873, the Governor 
and Auditor computed the rates of rer cent re- 
quired to produce no less than $1,500,000 reve- 
nue fund, and $1,000,000 State school fund. 
They found these rates to be for revenue fund, 
14 cents and 4 mulls on each $100, and for State 
school fund, 9 cents and 6 miils on each $100; 
or a total State tax of 24 cents on each $100, or 
2 4-10 mills on each $1.

The collection of the tax extended against the 
value of the capital stock of corpora- 
tions was resisted in the courts by nearly all the 
railroads in the State, and by many other corpo- 
rations. Cases, involving all the questions at 
issue, were heard and decided at the January 
(1874) term of the Supreme Court. The Court, 
in the opinions which were filed on the 19th of 
June, 1874, sustained the Revenue law of March 
30, 1872, and the action of the State Board of 
Equalization under it, in all particulars, except 
that of the assessment of the capital stock of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company—a foreign 
corporation. Butin the meantime, or immedi- 
ately after these opinions were made public many 
of these corporations, including nearly all the 
railroads in the State, procured, in the courts of 
the United States, injunctions against the col- 
lection of the tax extended against the assessed 
valine of theircapital stock. It follows that but 
a smal! percentage of the tax levied in 1873 upon 
the capital stock of corporations has been col- 
lected.

The Legislature, by an act approved Apri! 17, 
1873, in force July 1, 1873, sprecermtes the net 
earnings of the Llinois & Michigan Canal, and 
of the lock at Henry, on the Illinois River, until 
the expiration of the first fiscal quarter after 
the adjournment of the next General Assembly, 
to be expended by the Canal Commissioners in 
the construction of a lock and dam across the 
Illinois River at or near Copperas Creek. 

Such net earnings were ym to be paid to 
the credit of a special fund desigvated the Lli- 
nois River improvement fund, and it was made 
the duty of State Treasurer to invest the 


same in United States or other interest-bearing 
bonds as might be designated by the Governor, 
until there should be in his hands at least $100,000 
of such funds.

SUFFERING KANSAS, 


A Personal Examination of thé Desti- 

° tution in Smith County. 

The following letter, just received® here, writ- 
ten by a gentleman who has personaily visited 
Smith County, Kansas, gives aciearer idea ofthe 
destitution prevailing there, and the necessity 
for immediate relief, than anything yet pub- 
lished: 

MonTICELLO, Piatt Co., Ill., Dec. 25, 1874.—Dr. H. 
C. Cone, Chicago, ll. : I waa delegated, as you are 
aware, by the people of this county, who filled four cars 
with provisions for Kansas sufierers, to accompany 
the same to Smith Centre, Smith County, Kan., 70 
miles south of Hastings, Neb. I promised to do so, 
making observaions and reporting, to see if 
the suffering and destitution of the grasshopper 
regions were a8 great as their representation by the

press, 

I think that I can give a disinterested report, as I 
have nointerest in that country further thin the re- 
lief of the destitute. My observations were made in 
Smith County, in which I spent, traveling from place 
to piace, the greater part of a week; and points I did 
not get to visit I neard from through the proper com- 
mitttees or commissioners, It is, in my judgment, 
imporsible to overestimate the destitution of the peo- 
ple. Agreat many instances are absolutely heart- 
sickening. A canvass just completed finds in the 
county 

ONE BUSHEL AND ONE GILL OF WHEAT 

to the individual, and this must feed man and beast. 
In other words, there is not food enough in Smith 
County, unless it is sent to them, to feed the people 
two weeks from this writing. Every Commissioner 
and every Committeeman with whom I conversed, ani 
who gave me the results of actual canvass, reports 
only one man in ten with enough bread and meat to last 
until spring. But, a8 nine out of ten have only enough 
to last for a few days or weeks, and the tenth man 
necessarily divides with his hungry neighbors, the -re- 
sult you can guess, 

The four cars of provisions sent from Piatt County 
are the first provisions reaching them. If what the 
“ Central Committee ” of Topeka sent the people was 
all they obtained they would ctarve. The State 
pride utterance of the Governor, that “*‘ Kansas could 
take care of her own poor,” is the utterance of 
one who did not know the real condition of 
his own people. If the State can do it, there is one 
thing certain, it is not doing it. Abundant provision, 
if at Topeka, is not reaching the people, and what 
does reach them comes so tardily and in such limited 
quantities as scarcely to be of any benefit. I visited 
many cases of destitution, and heard from others I 
did not bave the heart to witness, In Pawnee Town- 
ship there are numbers of families where parents keep 
up fires of night to keep their children from freezing, 
I visited a family with a sick mother, and her children 
crying by her bed for shoes; and another where the 
children slept on bay and ate their last mouthful of 
food for breakfast. 

Two families hid 

LIVED ON WHEAT BRAN 

for three weeks, and a number of families on nothing 
but bread and wheat coffee for months, and hving that 
way yet. Lam almost tempted to say that if things 
continue ag they are that before spring there will not 
be a dozen men in the county but will need assistance. 
The condition of the people is fearful to contemplate, 
but men and women are facing 1¢ with the courage of 
those who face death. 

The greatest struggle of these hard and honest 
toilers for homes is to hear their children cry for food 
and clothing. Strong men toid methey cou.d stand 
everything else but this, Children barefooted and 
even naked can be seen in great numbers, Ambitious 
young men and women would grasp an opportunity to 
work for the food they eat, and say nothing of wages, 
One-third of the people have left; the others will stay, 
or die in the attempt,—T adviséd some to leave. They 
responded that the ambition of their life had been to 
get homes, which they were not able to purchase 
in the more Eastern States. The Government 
offered them homesteads, and they accepted them 
asthe ouly hope, and now they ask, “Shall we 
give up the last hope we have?” Admiring their 
courage and perseverance, we could but answer no 
The saddest calamity now is the death of horses, Fed 
on wheat, they do not thrive, and almost every third 
man is losing his team. They are greatly concerned 
for seed for spring pianting, ete, It is premature. The 
present concern should be to keep from starving. 
These people went to the West poor, snd limited in 
wardrobe and bedding. Their supply was exhausted, 
and they were counting on this year’s prospect of corn 
to supply the need, but the promising crops were in 
two hours’ time completely destroyed. With hundreds 
now bordering on starvation, the fearful fact stares 
them in the face that the worst has not yet begun. 
Winter has juet setin, and, as much as it seems like 
want now, yetthe time of greater scarcity is yet to 
come. 

One mistake is made by those canvassing for aid; 
they confine their labors too much to the towns, hence 
get a greater proportion of clothing than food, That 
which the people need the most must come from the 
rural districts, inthe shape of grain, meate, dried 
fruits, etc., and the country east of the Mississippi is 
blessed everywhere with abundance of these, The 
railroads are doing nobly in this work, Some of them 
wil. not ship save through central aid committees, In 
this manner the people almost despair in the tardy 
manner in which supplies are forwarded. No single 
committee located in any one. part of the States that 
have been devastated can handle goods prompt 
enough to meet the need of the sufferers. If the com- 
mittee thus located can do it, I call public attention to 
the fact that they are not doingit. Hence, I suggest 
the best planis tosatisfy the roads (and that every 
local feeight agent can look after) taat your goods are 
for the sufferers, and then send direct to needy dis- 
tricts. Some roads will not thus tranamit, but others 
will, 

I must speak in the highest terms of commendation 
of the Chicago, Buriington & Quincy in the matter of 
transportation. I have heard it said that large =~, 
rations have no soul, but bere is a corporation that 
has real sympathy end interest in the relief of the 
needy. Any man, or set of men, that would take un- 
due advantage of this road, under these circumstances, 
sbould be deprived of the benefit of railroads, 

In conclusion, let me make this appeal for Smith 
County and vicinity, Any attempt on the part of land- 
agents or town companies to cover up the real state of 
things should be exposed. I have seen with my eyes 
their destitution, I have seen both the best and the 
worst, and I say, unless relief reaches them more abun- 
dantly than it has, some must perish. Think of one 
bushel and one gill of wheat to the inhabitant, and that 
to feed man and beast. No corn and not over a bushel 
of oate to the horse, This destitution is not just here 
and there, but everywhere in the county—it 6 the 
rule, the contrary the exception. I could fill two eol- 
umns with incidents known to myself that would make 
the heart sick, Lut I will notin this letter. But they 
ean be had, I have no selfish interest in this matter. 
I was sent out by the people of Piatt County to make 
observations among those I knew not, and this is the 
result, A liberal people 

MUST RESPOND MORE PROMPT(.Y 

with more food, and more clothing for the feet, and 
underwear, or, before many weeks pass, the death of 
many at our door will be heard of. Send more shoes 
and stockings, and more underwear for women and 
children, than has been sent, Let some woman go in 
Northwest Kansas and hear from some woman’s lips 
their fearful experience of scanty clothing, and a story 
can be heard that otmer ears cannot bear, 

The most needy counties are the northwest, and 
among the most destitute of these none are more so 
than Smith. 

The people there are hopeful—they believe in the pro- 
ductive power of their soil—they have faith in their 
country. They universaily believe that they will have 
no more grasshoppers—hence their hope for the fu- 
ture. With all this calamity people are moving into 
that country, and now ig the time to go, or in the 
spring, to secure homes, The fact that they built 
school-houses before children were born, shows the de- 
sire not only for homes but education. I must close— 
but will gladly answer any questions for information,

A Dry-Goods Failure. 
From the New York Herald, Dec. 25, 

The failure ot the extensive dry-goods house 
of Rice, Goodwin, Walker & Co., No. 476 Broad- 
way, was made known yesterday 

The firm was established in the dry-goods line 
some three years since, and has done an exten- 
sive business; and, previous to the panic of last 
vear, 80 disastrous to so many good reputations, 
was supposed to be one of the foremost houses 
in the city. The trade done was in all varieties 
of domestic goods, and the firm had a large Weat- 
erp custom. Consequent upon the dullness of 
trade the firm was saddled with a great many bad 
debts, which could not be collected, spite of every 
endeavor to do so. So pressed was the firm for 
ready money, and so willing to make any sacri- 
fice to breast over the present difficulty, that 
some three weeks ago all the goods in stock were 
marked down to a low for cash. Even 
with this in the value of the goods,

however, they still failed to realize the money 
necessary to carry on reputable operations, and 
last Friday it was decided to suspend. In conse- 
quence of this the firm made an assignment of 
ail their effects to Charles P. Crosby, of the firm 
of Fullerton, Kn«x & Crosby, for the benefit of 
their creditors, and the store in Broadway has 
been completly emptied of its contents, nothing 
now remaining but the bare walls. No state- 
ment of the liabilities has yet been made, and 
probably will not be for some days, as they are 
not at present entirely made up, and in a short 
time a meeting will be held to determine upon 
what action to take inthe premises. It is sup- 
— that the liabilities will foot up something 
ess than a quarter of a million dollars, Of this 
it 18 Impossible to say what percentage the cred- 
itors will receive, but it is stated that it will be 
very fair.

DISPATCHES RECEIVED AT GEN. SHERIDAN’S 
HEADQUARTERS.

Sheridan’s headquarters yesterday : 


The following is a dispatch just received from Col. 
Davidson, at Fort Sill, under date of the 23d inst.: 
“* Capt, Keyes, Tenth Cavalry, reports following a trail 
of Cheyennes from Barry’s Creek, in the Washita, 
tothe north fork of the Canadian, 80 miles, and cap- 
turing the band, consisting of fifty-two Cheyennes, and 
seventy ponies, They belong to Medicine Water’s and 
Medicine Arrow’s bands, I have ordered him into the 
post by easy marches, as the chase was rapid and ex- 
hausting.” 


The following telegram was received at Gen. 
Sheridan’s headquarters in this city : 


Col. Neill reports, under date of Dec, 22, the sur- 
render of 100 more hostile Indians. He does not state 
in his telegram what tribe, or the proportion of women 
and children, I am obliged to feed the Indian pris- 
oners or let them starve ; I am feeding them, although 
I have no authority, as humanity makes it a necessity. 
The Indians who are peaceful are, as I learn, well 
nigh starving, the Indian Bureau being unable to teed 
or clothe them sufliciently, 


These are dark days indeed for journalism 
when Ben Butler says that ** the newspapers are 
of no uulity anyhow,” and the debating society 
of Salem, Ore., resolves that *“* the public press 
of the United States is a nuisance, and ought to 
be abated.”— New York Sun.

ES PEEPS SOS EDT 


The Auditor of Illinois in his biennial re- 
port states that after the 1st day of January 
the debt of the State wilt be $1,450,000, pay- 
able at intervals during the next three or four 
years. He adds that the income of the 
State from the Illinois Central Railroad will 
be amply sufficient to pay the interest as it 
accrues and the principal as it falls due. So 
that debt may be said to be practically paid. 
It, however, for the time, diverts that_rail- 
road revenue from other objects to which it 
might be beneficially applied. There is no 
particular reason why the State should use 
that particular fund to pay off the remnant 
of the debt; to meet the interest and the 
principal as it fells due will require but au 
infinitessimal tax, and the revenue from the 
railroad might be applied to the completion

The brethren of the Western Avenue Bap- 
tist Church had a delightful row last night 
at a business-meeting called to consider the 
resignation of Mr. Gorpon, former pastor of 
the church.

It is 
only certain that no resolution of praise 
passed py that church can injure Mr. Gor- 
pon; and the brethren might have spare d 
themselves the trouble of fighting over sucha 
resolution which one of them had offered. 
The report of the meeting given elsewhere in 
this paper shows how religion can_be bur- 
lesqued on an occasion by a company of ig- 
norant pietists. 


Gen. Sarripan has at last escaped from the 
reporters and taken his departure for New 
Orleans. Three members of his staff bear 
him company. The warlike aspect of the 
mission is somewhat relieved by the fact that 
two ladies, belonging to the staff, are in the 
party. It is not easy to guess what are the 
nature of the General's instructions. He is, so 
far as we can judge, to bein the neighborhood 
of New Orleans by the time the Legislature 
meets ; but to assume no active command un- 
less some great emergency occurs. His pres- 
ence in New Orleans will not be grateful to 
the White Leagues. The comments of the 
New Orleans newspapers on the reports of his 
assignment to the city are the most mena- 
cing and provoking that have come from the 
Southern press fora long time. One paper 
opportunely recollects that SHERIDAN was 
‘‘ the Munchausen of the War,” ‘‘ an overrat- 
ed and vainglorious warrior ”; another says that 
as ‘‘a soother of political troubles he is any- 
thing but a success”; and the Picayune says : 
‘*If there is one man more responsible- than 
another for the misfortunes of Louisiana that 
manis Gen. SHerman.” All this,. indeed, 
does not bode a kind reception of the General 
and his companions by the people of New 
Orleans. But no coldness on their part will 
disturb him. He can do without their favor. 
His presence in New Orleans will have a good 
He is a man of positive action, 
agaist whom no suspicion of favoritism 
can lie, and who will put down violence with 
astrong hand. Just such a man, if report 
speaks true, will be needed in New Orleans 
next Monday, when the Legislature ‘meets. 


The Pacific Mail Investigation is being con- 
ducted in New York with results much more 
satisfactory than any reached in Washington. 
One hundred and fifteen thousand dollars of 
Inwin’s corruption fund has been traced di- 
rectly to the Hon. Wriuiam S. Kuinxa, ex- 
Postmaster of the House, and member of 
Congress elect from Minnesota. ‘The story 
about Kixe which appeared in Tuer Truzp- 
UNE something more than a week ago, 
and for which a St. Panl newspa- 
per was the responsible authority, is 
thus corroborated in its essential particu- 
lars. The country will be paimed and 
shocked by the confirmation of that story. 
We have been hoping all along that tle in- 
vestigation would prove to be part of a 
scheme to depress Pacific Mail stocks, and 
that the Committee would not merely fail to 
convict any Congressman of bribery, but es- 
tablish beyond a reasonable doubt the abso- 
lute innocence of the Congress which granted 
the subsidy. It is impossible to entertain 
such a hope longer. Mr. Krxa must account 
for the $115,000 which he received. His own 
services a8 a lobbyist were not worth 
one-tenth of that sum; but he wa 
just the man to accept the money and por- 


| tion it out among the corrupt members. The 


duty of the Committee is to press this matter 
until the full extent of it is ascertained. It 
cannot be, and it ought not to be, dwarfed 
or slighted. If itis not fully dealt with now, 
the first work of the Forty-fourth Congress 
will be to decide why Wituram S. Krixc 
should not be expelled from the House. If 
Mr. Krne’s guilt is established now, the next 
Congress will be able to dismiss him sum- 
marily. 


The Dovertas Monument Association yes- 
terday took measures to get rid of the busi- 
ness they voluntarily assumed. In his lifo- 
time Mr. Dovetas deeded to his wife a lot of 
ground in Groveland Park, intending to build 
thereon a residence. When he died, there 
was started a project to erecta grand monu- 
ment to him in this city, and the widow was 
asked to give up this lot for that purpose. 
Subsequently,-the Legislature made an ap- 
propriation of $25,000 to purehase the lot 
from her, and it was thereupon deeded to the 
State. The State holds the title to the land, 
but permitted it to be used for the purpose 
of erecting a splendid monument thereon. 
In course of time a portion of the base of the 
monument was erected, and there it stands 
to this day. Yesterday it was resolved by 
the Monument Society to ask the State to 
permit the removal of the remains to 
the grounds of the Chicago University, 
and to sell the grounds and apply the 
proceeds to the completien of the monn- 
ment. Whether the University will consent 
to this arrangement has not yet been deter- 
mined. It was suggested that the body be 
removed to one of the cemeteries; that if 
the remains of Doveaias were to be disturb- 
ed at all, they should be deposited in some 
place dedicated permanently to that general 
purpose ; and that, if the idea of a separate 
monument with appropriate grounds was to 
be abandoned, then their final deposit in a 
public cemetery would be most appropriate. 
There is force in this reasoning. The removal 
of the remains from the park is of itself an 
abandonment of the original thought of hav- 
ing them rest in a spot to which when living 
he was so much attached. His family, having 
parted with all title to the land, can have no 
more objection to the removal of the body to 
a cemetery than to the University grounds. 
If the monument is not to be built on the 
land set apart by the State for that purpose, 
then the State, in case the removal takes place, 
should sell the land, and put the proceeds in 
the Treasury. Mr. Dovertas has been dead 
nearly fourteen years. While it is to be re- 
gretted that the monument has not been com- 
pleted, we trust that there will be no buying 
or selling or other proceedings with a view 
of raising money out of the trade, even to 
complete the monument. 


The ‘ Independent Journalists” are begin- 
ning to open their eyes. They started out 
on the general assumption that everything in- 
side the Republican party was bad, and every- 
thing outside the Republican party was good.

Mr. Bow es evidently tries to let himself 
down easy; but the fact is, that not only are 
the Democrats in just the condition which he 
describes, but the future of the Republican 
party is now in the hands of the very men he 
has named, along with others equally honorable 
and able. No man sympathizes more in ac- 
tions with these gentlemen than the Presi- 
dent, and the confidence which Mr. Bow.xs 
inferentially reposes in their ability to make 
the Republican party all it ought to be will 
unquestionably be realized. 


THE INDIANA SENATORSHIP. 

The Democrats of Indiana seem to have 
purchased an elephant in their majority in 
the coming Legislature. They have the op- 
portunity to elect a Senator of the United 
States. There are, perhaps, 100,000 Demo- 
crats in the State willing to accept the office. 
Under the Democratic rule in Indiana, the 
choice has to be made by a caucus, and, to 
obtain the nomination, the candidate must 
obtain the votes of three-fourths of all the 
Democratic members. This last part of the 
rale is a hard exaction; it gives to a small 
minority the power to defeat the aspirations 
of the very best men. ‘There are several can- 
didates named for the vacant =cnatorship. 
The first of these is Mr. Josrpn E. McDon- 
ALD, a lawyer of abi’ ‘ty, a politician of ripe 
experience, and a gentleman of personal char- 
acter and respectability. He has been for 
many years the working leader of the party, 
and naturally it was assumed that he would 
be elected. But he has opposition. Ilr. 
Dan VooruEES, currency wild-catter, has be- 
come a candidate, and is stumping 
the State in advocacy of his own 
claims. He is bidding high for votes. 
He proposes to issue greenbacks until 
they will be so plenty and cheap that a farmer 
will receive his hat and pockets full of them 
in exchange for a load of corn or pork. He 
proposes, when he has got greenbacks down 
to a low figure, to ‘‘pay the bonds of” with 
them, and then, having sponged out the 
bonds with greenbacks, we suppose he will 
wind up the whole affair by repudiating the 
greenbacks. 

Mr. Voorners has a record in Congress 
which perhaps Mr. McDonatp would not 
have made, and that record was fitly crowned 
by his voting for, taking, and keeping the 


robbed the Treasury. He was one of the 
leading salary-grabbers. Whilewe would not 
do even the Democracy of Indiana the in- 
justice of assumigg that Voorsrxs has any 
chance of being elected Senator, still, under 
the three-fourths rule, he may have friends 
enough with other candidates to defeat Mc- 
DonaLp getting the nomination. 

In anticipation of this state of things, at- 
tention is given to the chances of other candi- 
dates. Mr. Kerr, though an able, clear- 
headed man, is so utterly opposed to Voor- 
HEES’ financial vagaries that the latter will op- 
pose him as bitterly as he does McDona.p. 
Mr. W. 8S. Hotman, a Democratic mem- 
ber of Congress, who has ao good and 
fair personal record, who has never 
been accused of dishonesty, who 
opposed and refused to take the ‘* back-pey,” 
aud who has repeatedly been eleeted ina Re- 
publican district, is presented. It is not like- 
ly that Mr. Voornnezrs wants Hoiaran, or wants 
anybody bat Voonuexs, still he might go for 
some one in order to beat McDonaitp. We 
do not understand Mr. Hotmaw as agreeing 
with Vooruees on the financial question, but 
he has not taken any decided ground on that 
subject as have Kerr and McDona.p. 

Thus it will be seen that, while perhaps 
two-thirds of the Democrats of Indiana favor 
the election of McDowna.p, the three-fourths 
rule may place it in the power of a few dema- 
gogues like Voornzrs to defeat the popular 
will, and force the election of some inferior 
and inexperienced man. It may be that Mc- 
DonaLp will have the required vote in caucus, 
and will therefore be elected ; but things do 
not look that way in Indiana. The possibili- 
ty of the Senatorship being put up at auction, 
or to a general scramble, will call out a legion 
of candidates, and who will be the winner it 
is impossible to predict. In the meantime, 
the war is raging in the party, and the Demo- 
crats find that their accidental victory last fall 
has already entailed upon them a bitter fight 
over the division of the spuils. 


A NATIONAL VILLAINY. 
The information comes from Washington 


that the sewing-machine companies are again 
petitioning Congress for an extension of the 
Writson patent on sewing-machines. We 
assume, to start with, that their efforts will 
end in ignominious failure. No Congress, 
whatever its political complexion or charac- 
ter, can afford to fly in the face of the public 
on a question to which there is but one side. 
The people of this country are sick and dis- 
gusted with the sewing-machine monopolies 
of every description. We must bear with 
those which have as yet unexpired, but 
the protest against any renewal thereof 
is so loud and universal that Congress 
cannot hesitate @s to its duty. Millions 
upon millions of dollars have been exacted 
from those very people who were least able 
to pay so enormous a royalty upon so necessary 
an article; and these vast sums have gone 
into the pockets of speculators. and not the 
inventors. There is rarely any justice in the 
renewal of a patent, for the benefit does not 
often accrue to the original benefactor; there 
is absolutely- none in any of the sewing- 
machine patents. 

The patent for which the present lobby 
asks a renewal is on an attachment for feed- 
ing the machine. It was granted about 
twenty-five years ago for the first time, 
and has already enjoyed one renewal 
and extension. It has made fortunes 
not only for the inventor, but for all the

speculators into whose hands it has passed 


from time totime. Wrsow, whose name it 
bears, sold it some time since to a combina- 
bination of four companies for $50,000. This 
price he received over and above all the roy- 
alties which have been paid him for a quar- 
ter of a century, and the companies have 
given this consent in the hope of exacting a 
hundred times as much outof a long-suffering 
people, with the assistance of Congress. We 
do not hesitate to say that nothing short of 
corrupt influences could induce Congress 
to sanction this gigantic fraud. We 
have shown in previous articles the scandal- 
ous disproportion of the cost of these ma- 
chines to the price which the public is re- 
quired to pay. It is not necessary to go over 
these figures again, but it may be stated that 
in every machine which is sold for $100 there 
is $80 profit, which is divided up among the 
patentees, the manufacturers, agents, etc. 
With referenee to the Wizson patent, it is 
stated that the average price of the machine 
is $55; the actual cost of the average ma- 
chine does not exceed $12.50. The average 
profits on sewing-machines under the patent 
extortions are from 300 to 400 per cent. 

As a rule, the tendency of the Government 
is to grant patents that cover too long a pe- 
riod. The patent is virtually a high-tariff im- 
position anda monopoly. The consideration 
which actuates the Government to deed away 
an exclusive privilege for a certain length of 
time is to give some special compensation to 
the inventor, and thus encourage the inven- 
tive genius. Practically, however, it almost 
always happens that the benefit of the fran- 
chise accrues to speculators, who take advan- 
tages of the temporary necessities of the in- 
ventor, and rob him of his rights before the 
value of his invention becomes apparent. 
Then the general public is required to pay 
exorbitant royalties for along term of years 
as areward to the sharp practice. So far as 
sewing-mechines are concerned, the people 
have paid tenfold what they ought to have 
paid, and it would be a national villainy to 
demand another dollar on this account be- 
yond what existing patents require. 


TILTON’S REPLY TO BEECHER. 

Those who object to a revival of the 
BreecHer-Trtton controversy in the newspe- 
pers, must blame Mr. Brercuer forit. With 
the exception of a few sensational prints 


| which allow no scandal to be exhausted as 


long as they can help it, the press very gen- 
erally had given the matter over to the courts, 
where it now properly belongs. But Mr. 
Bexcner, desiring to make answer to the 
criticisms that had been passed on his demand 
for a bill of particulars, printed recently an 
official statement of his side of the case in his 
own paper, the Ciriwtian Union. Thisarticle 
has naturally elicited a reply from Mr. T11- 
TON. Since we gave our readers Mr. BEEcHER’s 
article and commented thereon, it is only fair 
that Mr. Truron’s reply should receive simi- 
lar attention. This disposition for fair-deal- 
ing seems to be painfully lacking among the 
majority of the New York newspapers. But 
one of the leading morning newspapers in 
that city gives publicity to Mr. Triron’s card; 
the others make no reference to it. We note 
the circumstance asin keeping with the gen- 
eral one-sidedness with which most of the 
New York newspapers °.ave regarded this un- 
fortunate controversy. 

If the case had to be tested on the two 
articles which have recently been printed by 


| Messrs. Brecagr and Tiutron respectively, 


the verdict would be in favor of the lat- 
ter. He meets Mr. Breecuxr’s explanation 
with all*the earnestness which he has 
displayed throughout this unequal fight, and 
with the sharpness and pointedness of a man 
who understands his case fully. He makes 
four points, to wit: (1) That Mr. Brercusr 
and his counsel still insist upon a limitation 
to certain dates within a single month, 
though the charge is that the acts of adultery 
extended over more than two years; (2) that 
while he (Tx170n) is not willing to practically 
abandon his case by coming to trial under 
such a limitation, Mr. Bxrourr fails to call 
up the criminal indictment against him for 
slander, notwithstanding Mr. Brrcuer has 
this opportunity for convicting him and send- 
ing him to the Penitentiary, if he (Bercner) 
is innocent; (3) that he believes Mr. Brrcnu- 
Ek’s policy to be first to crowd him of court 
and then claim magnanimity by abandoning 
the criminal suit agafff8t him; and (4) that 
he renews his charges, and is ready to prove, 
if permitted, that the acts of adultery were 
committed in the fall of 1868, throughout 
1869, and in the spring of 1870, and that con- 
feasions thereof were made at various times 
by both Mr. Brrcuzr and Mrs. Tinton to 
himself, to Mrs. Marraa B. Brapsnaw, Mr. 
Fraycris D. Mounton, Mrs. Ena R. Movti- 
Ton, and others. These points are made with 
the sharpness that have distinguished every 
document which has appeared in this case 
over Mr. Titron’s signature. 
We have no desire to discuss the merits of 
this controversy any further if it is to be 
taken into the courts, either in Mr. TrriTon’s 
civil suit against Mr. Brecuer, or in Mr. 
Begecuer’s criminal indictment against Mr. 
TixTon, andthere fairly tried. Butwe are fully 
justified in protesting against special plead- 
ing or pettifogging in a case in which the 
interests of public morality are at issue. Mr. 
TriTon should be permitted to make out his 
case as he has stated it, if he has the neces- 
sary evidence to do it. If he can prove, as he 
claims, that several persons had confessions 
from the lips of both Mr. Brecuzr and Mrs. 
Trzton, this evidence should certainly not 
be excluded simply because they did not 
specify in these confessions that the adulter- 
ous acts were committed on Oct. 10 and 17, 
1868. If Mr. Truron has other evidence of a 
strong circumstantial character, such as letters 
(and it is unusual to prove acts of adultery by 
witnesses of the acts), this evidence should 
not be excluded because it does not 
actually cover two specified days out of 
two years of alleged criminality. And if, 
then, the technicalities of the law permit Mr. 
3EECHER to confine Mr. Tinron in the manner 
proposed, and thus exclude his evidence, Mr. 
Bezcuer ought not to avail himself of their 
existence. Butif he does so stoop to an un- 
worthy and unjust policy, then Mr. Tinton 
should be granted an early and impartial trial 
under the indictment for libel that has been 
found against him. Here Mr. Bercrer will be 
the prosecutor and will have all the advantages 
of attack. If, in spite of these advantages, 
Mr. TixTon can justify by the introduction of 
material evidence in his self-defense which 
would be excluded in the civil suit, then he 
certainly ought to have the opportunity to 
do so at the very earliest day, andit will be 
an outrage upon him andupon public justice 
if Mr. Brxouenr’s relations with the public 
prosecutors secure a delay, 


The fact seems to be that Mr. Bexcurn’s | 


counsel do not fulfill the promises made by 
Mr. Bezonzr himself in his Christian Union 
article. We regret that itis so, and we are 
of opinion that nobody will suffer more from 
such a policy than Mr, Burcues himself. 
There is only one escape for such a man out 
of such an imputation as this, and that is by 


‘the sex which gave it its name. 


the broad way and through open doors. He 
must meet the whole case, and not any part 
of it. He must answer the general charge, 
and not the specific times alleged. He must 
face Mr. Trzron’s evidence, such as it may 
prove to be, with overwhelming eviderice 
on the other side. He must scat- 
ter .the clouds that have gathered over 
his head. He cannot plead weakness, for he 
is stronger than his adversary. He cannot 
plead lack of sympathy, for the whole public 
desire his acquittal. He cannot plead preju- 
dice against him, for the community in which 
he is to be tried is made up of his partisans, 
He cannot plead lack of time, for it is now 
more than two years since the first suspicion 
of this scandal poisoned the air. We can 
find no possible excuse why Mr. Brecurr 
should resort to technicalities or delay. 
Either he should meet Mr. TrvTon’s case as 
the latter has presented it, or he should 
prosecute Mr. Trrton immediately under the 
indictment. There is no middle ground for 
Mr. BEECHER. 


THE CLERICAL SUICIDE. 

The sad tragedy which ended the life of 
Rev. J. M. Cooms, pastor of the Western 
Presbyterian Church of Washington, the 
facts of which were given in detail in our 
issue of Monday, viewed from any stand- 
point, is one of the saddest and most pathetic 
cases in the annals of suicide which has 
ever come tothe notice of the public. It was 
sad in the first place that a minister of the 
Gospel should be so weak morally as to be 
unable to restrain the temptation of theft ; 
second, that the results of a moral insanity 
should have led him to suicide; and, third, in 
the peculiar surroundings of the case. Mr. 
Cooms was & minister in good standing, at 
the head of a large congregation. No breath 
of scandal had ever touched his name or 
fame. The theft in which he was detected 
was of a trifling amount, and was evidently 
not committed with criminegl intent. He had 


| purloined a book from a stationer,—an offense 


often committed and often condoned, and 
looded upon in literary circles with a dégree 
of leniency that is awarded to the person who 
takes an umbrella. bibliomaniacs are fre- 
quently kleptomaniacs, and to the former 
class the deceased clergyman seems to have 
belonged. Men who become engrossed in 
any specialty, study it excluswely, and make 
collections, in other words site their life to 
it, often become the slaves gf a temptation 
which is stronger than any moral power. 
The very process of collecting and studying, 
month in and month out, year in and 
year out, blunts the moral sense, and 
makes the taking of a book, or an old coin, 
orachoice geological specimen, a matter of 
general usage, the loser finding his compense- 
tion in entailing a similar loss upon some 
one else at the first opportunity. The taker 
of property under these circumstances’ feels 
as little compunction and is as unconscious of 
wrong as the man who by constant repetition 
of the same story at last distorts its meaning 
entirely, and still believes he is telling the 
truth. The particular case of Mr. Cooms 
was agravated by the fact that Mrs. Cooms 
has been insane for some time, and that this 
family trouble clouded Mr. Cooms’ mind and 
caused him to develop the same symptoms 
which had characterized his wife’s disease in 
its early stages. This would render him still 
less liable to accountability, and establishes 
the fact very clearly that he was at least 
morally insane. 

The result is even more painful than the 
act itself, and the tragedy shows that he was 
not aware of any criminal act in taking the 
book, and that underneath the cloud was a 
good and true man. It was not until the sta- 
tioner detected the book in his possession 
that the full meaning of what he had done 
flashed upon him. The appearance of an 
item in the Sunday morning papers, giving 
no names, but containing an account of the 
occurrence, met his eye. Rather than en- 
dure the shame of an exposure, and the 
wrecking of all his good words and works 
during a quarter of a century’s labor with his 
congregation, he deliberately committed 
suicide. He could not face his people that 
morning witha charge resting upon him, 
although not one of his congregation would 
have known he was the guilty party, and, if 
they had, would probably have condoned it in 
view of his past services, and left him free to 
pursue a useful and honorable life in the 
future. A naturally bad man would not 
have committed suicide under such circum- 
stances. He efrther would have faced the 
act with brazen determination or would have 
apologized for it in some way. Ministers 
higher in station than Mr. Cooms have en- 
tered their pulpits on Sundays and preached 
the moralties, sentimentalized and jested, 
with thousand-fold worse taints upon their 
robes. This man, however, though clouded 
with insanity, could not live to endure the 
shame of an offense of which no jury would 
find him guilty, at least of criminal intent. 
He has made a terrible expiation for his small 
lapse from the path of rectitude, and although 
his hitherto useful and upright life has gone 
out in darkness, his record stands clearer than 
that of many who not only can bear the 
shame of an exposure, but defy public opin- 
ion and laugh at publie censure. 


THE EMMA MINE. 

A number of persons in this country and 
in England have the best of reasons for 
knowing that a certain or, more strictly 
speaking, an uncertain ‘‘Emma_ Silver- 
Mining Company (limited)” has been in 
operation. The ‘‘Emma” was as fickle as 
It paid 
monthly dividends of 1 1-2 per cent for ten 
months, and has since yielded only injunc- 
tions, libel-suits and disaster. ‘The official 
statement that the Company was “ limited” 
was perfectly true, from one point of view, 
but its main limitation was publie eredulity. 
As soon as that rich bank stopped honoring 
the drafts which reckless, and perhaps dis- 
honest, speculators drew upon it, the square 
miles of silver which were supposed to 
be owned by the concern in Utah vanished, 
and it was discovered that the only 
pockets of ore it had been drawing from were 
the pockets of foolish investors in New York 
and London. An English stockholder named 
Askew has put the Company into the English 
Courtof Chancery. The Vice-Chancellor, after 
hearing counsel against Mr. Asxrew’s appli- 
cation for an order to give power to examine 
the Company’s books in order to obtain evi- 
dence sufficient to wind up its affairs, granted 
the application at once. He did more. He 
declared that ‘‘ gross fraud on the part of 
the original promoters of the Company ” was 
apparent; that the last two monthly divi- 
dends had been paid with borrowed money ; 
and that ‘‘ enormous sums of money had 
been obtained from the shareholders upon 
the faith of statements which, to all 
appearances, were totally untrue.” The 
duped shareholders elected a new Board 
of Directors a short time ago and a 
new attorney hag since been appointed. The 
Chairmac of the Board, Gen. Ganprear, and 
ths attorney, Lic. Puaxmn, have investigated 
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| the whole matter in Utah, and have begun a 
civil suit against Senator Srewarr, Gen. 
Baxter, and Trenork W. Park, three of the 
main agents in the apparent swindle, for 
fraud and conspiracy. Damages are laid at 
$5,000,000. This suit, unlike most of its 
calibre, is to be prosecuted with speed and 
vigor. An English stockholder has Gffered 
£10,000 to help defray the cost of the prose- 
cution, but his aid is not needed. 

One of the unpleasant features of this scan- 
dalous affair is the part which our Minister to 
England, Gen. Scuencr, seems to have played 
init. Itis to be hoped that the investiga- 
tion by the English courts will be so thorough 
that, Scuzenckx’s share in the transaction 
will be made perfectly clear, so that 
he will either be fully freed from a suspicion 
which greatly interferes with his diplomatic 
usefulness, or will have such proof accumu- 
lated against him that he will be forced to re- 
sign duties which he ean no longer honorably 
discharge. 

This point, however, grave as it is, is but a 
minor matter in comparison with the harm 
which the Emma scandal has wrought to 
American credit abroad. This is something 
which cannot be computed in dollars and 
cents. It puts an additional element of un- 
certainty into every security we offer for sale 
on the other side of the water. This entails 
the absolute rejection of many ona fide enter- 
prises, and compels those which do sell their 
shares to offera higher rate of interest than 
they would have been obliged to pay had not 
the Emma Company gulled the English pub- 
lic at the expense of all American securities 
for many years to come. 


COMPULSORY EDUCATION. 

New York will have a New-Year’s gift in 
the shape of a Compulsory-Education law, 
passed by the last Legislature; which will 
take effect next Friday. It is the ninth State 
to adopt such a law. Several other States are 
considering its expediency. The Ilinois 
Legislature made a move in the right direc- 
tion at the last session. A Compulsory-Edn- 
cation bill passed the House, but stuck in the 
Senate for lack of one ortwovotes. The 
next Legislature should give us this needed 
measure. In Germany, argument for the sys- 
tem of enforced school attendance is in sub- 
stance this: A man with education is worth 
very much more to himself and to the 
State than if he were withcut it. It 
is, therefore, best for himself and the 
State that he should be taught. The knowl- 
edge he can gain during childhood is his capi- 
tal in future life. Itis larceny to take this 
away from him. A parent who refuses to 
send his child to school plays the part of a 
Trustee who appropriates the trust-funds he 
holds. He may therefore be rightfuily com- 
pelled to give the beings whom he has brought 
into the world a chance to keep heir future 
resources intact. If he prefers to send them 
toa private school, well and good. The 
State insists only that every child shall have 
acertain amount of instruction. It makes 
no difference where he getsit. If the parent 
pleads poverty as an excuse for not send- 
ing his child to school, the State points 
to the open doors of the schools it 
provides and supports, and tells him that he 
need pay nothing for the learning his boy or 
girl will get there. Taxation for the support 
of these free schools is defended on the 
ground that the greatest good of the greatest 
number, as well as the welfare of the nation, 
demand that instruction should be universal. 
This is good logic. The safety of the indi- 
vidual and the State are alike bound up in 
universal education. We speak well within 
bounds when we say that no community 
which rests on universal suffrage can long 
exist unless it enforces universal education. 
The latter is the safety-valve, the balance- 
wheel of the former. Popular ignorance 
in this country now is very great. A 
large percentage of our voters can neither 
read nor write. In 1870, Illinois contained 
2,539,891 persons of all ages. Of those more 
than 10 years old, 133,584 could not write, and 
86,368 could not read. The Southern States 
are very much worse off than even this. Our 
institutions cannot long stand this strain. 
Out af 40,000,000 Germans, 6,000,000 chil- 
dren go to school continually. Out of 
40,000,000 Americans, only 3,000,000 chil- 
dren attend school regularly. The contrast 
is not to ourcredit. The sole sure for it is a 
Compulsory-Education law, with the weight of 
public sentiment at its back. 
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SEWERAGE IN WEST CHICAGO. 

Previous to 1872-’73, the West Division of 
the city had been greatly neglected in the 
matter of drainage. The fire of 1871 forced 
a very large additional population into that 
portion of the city, and especially into the 
already crowded wards. The Seventh, 
Eighth, Ninth, and Fifteenth Wards were not 
only all below grade, but were undrained. 
Living there was perilous to health and life, 
not only of the persons residing in the locali- 
tigs, but of the whole people. A pestilence 
once engendered takes a wide sweep, includ- 
ing in its destruction all parts of the city. 
Considerations of public safely therefore de- 
manded the policy adopted two years ago. 
In many of these districts there was a scarci- 
ty of water, and the public were supplied 
with wells,—which wells were nothing but re- 
ceivers of the surface water of the low 
grounds. The want of drainage had there- 
fore the effect of poisoning the water supply. 
The time came at last when the old system 
of extending the old sewers by a patch here 
and another there had to be abandoned. 
Here were single wards having 30,000 to 
40,000 population with scarcely any sewer- 
age, or paved streets, or water supply. The 
City Government, therefore, determined to 
put the sewerage where it was most wanted. 
The contracts of 1873-’4, and for 1874-5, cov- 
ered an unusually large area. In the former 
year there were 9,217 feet of sewer con- 
structed in the Seventh Ward, 13,319 in the 
Eighth, 17,618 in the Ninth, and 7,787 in the 
Fifteenth Wards. In the West Division 
there were constructed in that year 68,731 
feet of sewers, of which two-thirds were con- 
structed in districts neglected in former 
years. In 1874 the same policy was extended, 
and upon the completion of the fiscal year in 
April, 1875, there will be 145,745 feet, or 
nearly 29 miles, of sewer constructed. Dur- 
ing the two years the addition to the sewer- 
age will equal 214,470 feet, or 40 1-2 miles, 
draining 81 miles of street frontage, and fur- 
nishing the sewerage connection to dwellings 
on that length of streets. The whole length 
of sewerage in the West Division now meas- 
ures 133 1-2 miles, affording sewer connec- 
tion to 267 miles of frontage. During the 
last two years over 6 miles have been con- 
structed in the Seventh Ward, 5 1-2 miles in 
the Eighth Ward, 6 miles in the Ninth Ward, 


in the Thirteenth Ward, 4 miles in the Four- 
teenth Ward, and7 milesin the Fifteenth Ward. 
The Tenth and Eleventh Wards may now be 
considered as completed in the matter of 
sewerage. The Twelfth Ward isin such o

He was born 
ia Utica, N. Y., March 6, 1797, and had therefore 
reached the ripe old age of 77 years. He grad- 
gatea from Hamiiton College, which was the re- 
cipient of his generosity a short time ago, in 
1818, and heing left with one of the largest land- 
ed estates in this country by his father, has de- 
yoted himeelf mainly to its care and improve- 
ment. Naturally generous and a strong philan- 
thropist, he has beon identified with nearly all 
the great charitable enterprises of the country. 
In 1825 he joinedthe American Colonization 
Society, to which he contributed very largely of 
his labor and bis money, but ten years after, he 
withdrew from itand connected bimself with the 
Americar Anti-Slavery Society, in which he was 
the very backbone of the contest wita the slave- 
holders.

| A HARD CASE. 


Religious Convulsions in North- 
ern Wisconsin. 


The Rev. W. W. Case Becomes a 
* Liberal’? Christian, 


And Proves It by Charging Bigotry and 
intolerance Upon the Clergy. 


He Sees No Necessity for Hell or 
Eternal Punishment, 


And is Surprised that His Enemies Have 
Different Opinions. 


Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Fonp pu Lac, Wis., Dec. 28.—The Rev. W. W. 
Case, pastor of the leading Methodist church of 
this city, which is also the leading Methodist 
church in Northern Wisconsin, preached sermons 
yesterday which have caused far more comment 
in the city than any preached here for many 
years. As stated in a former dispatch to THE 
Tripune, Mr. Case is one of the few Wisconsin 
winisters who have come to be regarded as 
‘* heterodox.” It will also be remembered that 
be and Drs. Dudley and Reed, of Milwau- 
keepstrougly onposed the adoption of

eported for the Wisconsin Alliance, which met 
here last week, because it formed a creed, and 
that was just what they did not want. 
ance that would do any effective work, in their 
opinion, must not be hampered by creeds and 
dogmas. In his morning sermon, Mr. Case 
warmly defended mioisters as a class against the 
charge of hypocrisy, immorality, impurity, and 
dishonesty, but continued: 

When the charge of bigotry and intolerance is 
brought against the clergy, we are unabie to repel it, 
for the history of the Church ia allages is but a record 
of clerical intolerance, Every inch of the progress of 
the ages has been contested by the clergy. That wilich 
‘ they advocate to-day was resisted a bundred years 
avo as damnable heresy, The ereeds and confessions 
of faith which bave burdened the Church in all its 
history stand to-day hke the desolate columns of 
Eyvyptian ruins, monuments of the dogmatism and big- 
oury cf the Church and clergy in the paet. Noble excep- 
tious there have been and are, but as aciassthe ciergy 
have made good the charge of intolerance, 

In speaking of 

ETERNAL PUNISHMENT, 
which was one of the planks in the Alliance 
basis, and which he opposed, together with 
Messrs. Dudley and Reed, he said 

In all of the articles of faith in the Methodist Dis— 
cipline there was nothing about the doctrine of eternal 
punishment. What if there be eternal punishment ? 
Does it help to Cbhristianize the world to 
keep harping upon the dry question? By doing 
s0,g we alienate tens of thousands of just 
as good Christians, if pot better, 
than those people > who would not enjoy them- 
selves if they thought there was no heil, no eternal 


punishment, When I stated ip the Alliance that there 

was nothing in the Methodist Discipline about hell and 
eterual punishment, there was writhing and squirming 
among the Methodist people. An ex-Presiding Eider 
crossed the room to geta Discipline, to see if I was not 
wrong. Another good brother thought he had detect- 
ed it when he pointed out in the rules the words, **The 
Wrath to Come.” A pretty hook to hang eternal pun- 
ishment upon ! 


In reply to the 
ATTACK OF THE REY. M’LEAN, 
of Beloit, in the Alliance, Mr. Case said : 

The most unchristian spirit wae manifested by the 
autbor of the last paper read. His holy tone and 
sanctimonious sir were quite in keeping with his sar- 
castic flings and low insinuations, The most taking 
of them wae: “ The liberal faith is a bag of jelly with- 
out the bag.” This remark was followed by applause, 
I could not think at the time, nor do I now believe, 
that the remark or the laugh were inspired from above, 
and sureiy the remark is as flattering to the liberai 
Christian faith as it is to sectarian bigotry; for a bag 
of jelly without the bag, to many people of modern 
proclivities, is quite preferable toa jeily-bag without 
the jelly. But some people would rather have the bag 
in which John Calvin carried his jelly, even though it 
were as dry asa pepper-pod, than to have mo 
jelly, nicely canned, after the modern fashion, Again, 
this remarkable broiher told us the ark was inclusive 
and exclusive, aul so is the Church; but beasts were 
taken into the ark, Are liberal-minded Christians 
worse than the beasta of the feld? The Alliance was a 
confession of certain bigotry. 

A PLEA FOR LIBERALISM. 

The reverend gentleman proceeded : 

How can we get over the walla of sectarian narrow- 
ness? We've been fighting each other too much, says 
oue clergyman, We’ve been narrow and illiberal, says 
another, The ministers areto biame for all this, says 
a third; and so they confeseed it all out among them- 
selves just what they have been charged with by good 
people for the last twenty-five years, but what they 
would not confess until now, if while etanding to- 
gether upon their doctrinal basis. They are still ask- 
ing, How shall we dwell together in unity? 
Is it mot possible that they may be ilib- 
eral also toward us, who ask a litte 
broader platform ? Onght not these who are confess- 
ing how narrow-minded they have been, to be a little 
cautious in voting us out? They have only turned 
their guns a little; that’s all, The Alliance was a con- 
fessioa of weakness, We must writein order to cope 
withthe enemy. They said they confessed that they 
were driven together for self-defense, for the enemy 
is gaining upon them, The enemy will gain on bigotry 
always and evesywhere, no matter bow it seeks 
to consolidate and build up, The truth is mighty and 
must prevail. Thiseeffort to adopt a doctrinal basis at 
the outzet is but the perpetuation of the old idea that 
docrine is the essential thing in church-life, Thisisa 
grest mistake. Christ did not ty down a creed, but 
be gave us a body of principles which were to act as 
the unfolding germs of i higher life. How 
different the revelation given in this doc- 
trinal beasia from that extended by our 
admirable book of discipline! The basis says: “ Ye 
that believe in utter depravity and eternal punishment, 
draw wear and join us.” Evangelicals, hear the disci-- 
pline: * Ye that do truly and and earnestly repent of 
your sins, draw near.and receive of the sacrament.” 
Total depravity! ‘Who believea it? I know it is often 
explained to mean something, but wh) say utter de 
pravity when you mean less? Why not say what you 
mean ? re 

Again, multitudes disbelieve the doctrine of the 
resurection of the body, One of the ablest men in 
the Alliance said he did not believe that, yet be could 
accert the basis statement of it. 

Tue speaker here made some 

THRUSTS AT DOGMATISM : 

What made France infidel? Ritualiem and narrow 
bigotry. Religious bigotry will make infidels every- 
where, and is doing it ailthe time, A clergyman said, 
“If we drop out tle doctrine of eternal punishment, 
we have no sufficient motive to induce men to become 
Christians.” Judging from the history of the Church, 
it seems to me that eternal punishment, as a motive, 
has not been a very efficient one two w men to 
Christ. 

The reverend gentleman closed by saving that 
the basis in Sry is the same that was 
adopted in England thirty years ago. When the 
Protestants of France examined the basis, they 
said they could not adopt it, and they did not. 
So it was with the Protestants in Germany, and 
the World Alliance wisely yielded the point, and 
did not insist upon the adoption of the basis. 

In his change of base, or more liberal con- 
struction of certain points, Mr. Case has the

mportant Meeting of the Trustees of 
the Association. 


They Favor the Removal of the Remains 
to the University Grounds. 


The Legislature to Be Asked for 
Authority. 


Agreeable to a call of the President, Jadge W. 
B. Scates, tenof the fifteen Trustees of the 
Douglas Monument Association met at that gen- 
tleman’s office, Room 49 Ashland Block, corner 
of Randolph and Clark streets, yesterday after- 
noon at 2:30 o’clock. Besides the presiding 
officer there were present J. H. McVicker, Vice- 
President ; J. P. Chandler, Secretary; M. C. 
Stearns, Jobn Hise, Gen. Frank Sherman, Dr. 
Burroughs, W. C. Goudy, and Leonard Volk. 

The special object of the meeting was to con- 
sider a proposition for the 

SALE OF THE PRESENT SITE 
of the monument, and the remoyal of the re- 
mains of the distinguished dead to the Chicago 
University grounds. 

After a desultory discussion as to the line of 
action to be pursued and the feasibility of the 
proposition, Mr. Goudy moved that the presen 
grounds (2; acres) be sold, and the monument 
moved to the University grounds. 

It was explained that the proceeds of the sale 
would furnish ample means to complete the 
monument, and that the consent of all the par- 
ties couceroed had been obtained. 

Gen. Sherman remarked tbat if the University 
site was stipulated, there would be much oppo- 
sition in the Legislature, on sectarian grounds. 

Judge Scates thought the Association shou!d 
have some definite plan of procedure. He was 
opposed to having the monument ina public 
park, and to moving the present site. 

Gen. Sherman stated that.if the Association 
had bad no alternative plans the monument 
would have been completed. He had endeavor- 
ed to obtain the passage of the bill before the 
last Legisiature, but there were so many plans 
that nothing could be accomplished. 

Mr. Goudy did not believe taat any appropria- 
tion to finish the monument could be obtsined 
from the Legislature. if thoy had any authority 
to make the removal, he, for one, would vote for 
a change to the University grounds. He did not 
think it necessary to state amy specific place in 
the bill to be presented before the Legislature. 

Judge Scates thought 

SOME DEFINITE PLAN 
should be presented; they should adopt some- 
thing to-night, and abide by the result. 

Mr. Stearns agreed with the Chairman. 

Gen. Sherman eaid that the Southern Peni- 
tentiary bili had defeated the monument appro- 
priation. 

The Chairman informed the meeting that he 
happened to be prerent at the time the bill was 
before the Senate, and met Sam Buckmaster, 
who bad been a warm, personal friend of Doug- 
las. Therefore, supporu.g that he would assist 
in the passage of tle bi’, he requested him to 
do so. But, instead of so doing, Buckmaster be- 

an to make stock of it tor the beneilit of the 

outhern Peniteotiary bill. 
DR. BURROUGHS 

said that the University was not a sectarian in- 
stitution. Judge Dougias had framea the 
charter, and had made it a provision that no 
sect should.govern it. Inthe election of Trus- 
tees denominationalism was not considered. He 
believed that the proposition to move tbe re- 
mains to the University grounds would meet with 
the approval of all fair-minded legislators. 

Dr. Burroughs, who, with Mr. McVicker, had 
been appointed.a committee to obtain the con- 
sent of Mrs. Williams, formerly Myre. Douglas, 
to the removal of the romains, reported that the 
Jady’s assent had been given tothe removal of 
the remains to the University grounds, and to 
no other place. 

MR. M’VICKER’S RESOLUTION. 

Mr. McVicker offered the following amend- 
ment to the motion of Mr. Goudy, which was 
subsequently reduced to writing, and placed ia 
the form of a resolution: 

Wrerrsas, The Chicago University has tendered to 
this Association suiticient ground attached’ to the 
University, free of charge, forthe erection of the 
Douglas Monument, and a guarantee on the part of 
said University to keep said monument, after its com- 
pletion on seid around. in thorough repair ; therefore, 

Resolved, That the President of the Association be 
autborized and directed to prepare, and cause to be 
presented to the Legislature of the rate, ea bill autbor- 
izing the Board of Directors (Trustees) of the Douglas 
Monument Association to sell the ground on which 
the remains of Senator Douglas now rest, and to apply 
the proceeds to the removal of the remains and the 
completion of the monument on the University ground, 

The President then put the amendment to 
vote, and most of the gentlemen favored it ; but 
the Chairman, being undecided as to the result, 
allowea further discussion before again putting 
the amendment before the meeting. 

Mr. Goudy said before the vote was put again 
he would savy that at first he would have voted 
for the University site, but, after Dr. Burioughs’ 
explanation, he did not think he would. He 
favored the removal of the remains to one of the 
cemeteries. 

Dr. Burroughs explained that the gentleman 
had misunderstood him; he said it woutd be of 
no special advantage to the University manage- 
meot to have the remains on their grounds, as it 
would entail additional cere. But be had no 
doubt that the Trustees would be willing. 

Mr. Goudy said he would not remove the re- 
mains unless covenants were entered into by 
the University Trustees. He did not 
care, he said, where the monument was placed, 
so long as it was in Chicago and themoney could 
be obtained to complete it. If it were placed in 
a cemetery the trouble and expense of caring for 
it would be avoided. 

Mr. McVicker’s amendment was then put a 
vote and carried, Gen. Sherman and Mr. Goudy 
opposing it. , 

Dr. Burroughs moved that a committee be 
appointed to 

CONFER WITH THE TRUSTEES 
of the University as to the obtaining of an 
agreement from the laiter for the occupancy of 
the grounds by the Association. 

Messrs. Goudy. Voik, and McVicker were 
elected as the Commitiee. 

Mr. Goudy read a draft of a bill which it is 

roposed to present to the Legislature in order 
to obtain authority for the removal of the re- 
mains to the University grounds, and the erec- 
tion of a monument thereon. 

The Chairman stated that 

A MEMORIAL 
had always accompanied their reports to the 
Legislature, and he advised the sending of one. 
He stated that $75,000 would be required for the 
monument, and it would be well to insert in the 
memorial that the proceeds of the proposed sale 
would cover tbat amount. 
FILLING VACANCIES. 

The Secretary presented the resignation of 
David A. Gage, as Treasurer and Trustee, and it 
was accepted. Mr. Cbandler also anuounced 
that a vacancv io the Boaid had occurred by 
reason of the death of Judge 8. W. Fuller. 

On motion of Mr. Stearns, Judge Drummond 
was clected as Trustee, to serve for the long 
term—until 1882. 

On motion of the Secretary, the Hon. W. F. 
Coolbaugh was elected as Treasurer, to serve 
until 1877. 

There having been no snnual meeting, and 
the present officers holding over, they were re- 
elected aa follows :

Failure of an Attempt to Repair the 
Injured Propeller. 


The Steamer Proceeds on Her Way, 
and Reaches Panama in 
Good Time. 


The following is a second interesting letter 
received from the young Canadian gentleman, 
passenger on the steamship City of Peking, 
which we have been allowed the privilege of 
publisbing. We notice by the New York Herald 
that the vessel passed through the Straits of Ma- 
gellan, Nov. 23, fifteen davs outfrom Rio Ja- 
eiro; and we have since heard that she arrived 
at Panamaonthe 2lstinst., having made re- 
markabiy good time. 


THE LETTER. ° 

Srmamsurp City or Pexixe, Rro pr JANErn0, 
Nov. 3.—We arrived in this harbor two weeks 
ago yesterday, in order to repair the propeller ; 
but it 18 now probable we will go outin the same 
condition as we came in. There are no dry docks 
in Rio large enough for this vessel to go into. 
So, immediately on our arrival, 

THE COFFER-DAM 

which we brought with us from New York was 
taken on shore to be put together. In about ten 
days it was finished, and, on the second Thurs- 
day after our arrival, was towed out to the ves- 
se!. It resembled in shape a bigh Mansard roof 
turned upside down, and in size was 31 feet long 
by 21 feet wide, and 20 feet deep. In order to be 
successful in using it, they required smooth 
water; but, unfortunately, there waa rather a 
tossing sea. Ly Taursdavy evening they had 
sunk it tothe level of tne water by attaching 
pig-iron to the bottom, and thea towed it to the 
stern of the vessel, ready to sink it beneath the 
rudder in the morning. 

During the night the bay was rather rough, 
and in the morning they went to work on the 
dam; but as soon as they began to take away 
the braces, preparatory to sinking it lower, they 
all came off at once, and 

THE DAM SPLIT APART 
in several places, while the waves kept dashing 
it about with violence. By the time they hauled 
it back to the ebore again, it was a complete 
wreck. 

After this, a diver was employed to go down 
and investigate the actual condition of the 
screw, and find out how much of the two blades 
were broken off. I believe about 3 feet of one 
and 4 feet of the other are still remaining; and 
the Captain says she is in abetter condition than 
he thought for. 

It would take about a month, if not more, to 
build another coffer-dam ; and there is no doubt 
itis @ great expense to the Company, having 
this veseel lying here, The average cost per 
diem is said to be about $500. 

After telegraphing New York the eondition of 
affaire, it is decided that we shall go out agaim, 
and continue through the Straits to San Frao-

IN OUR PRESENT CONDITION. 

We will probably ieave Rio on Sunday next. 
It is rather unexpected to me, for I thought they 
would remaia here longer, and make sure to re- 
pair their propeller before starting out again. 

They calculate on reaching the Straits m about 
ten days; but it will, of course, make consider- 
wble difference whether the winds are favorable 
or not. 

The climate of Rio is delightful,—the air being 
clear and balmy, though at times the sun 1s very 
hot. The vatives do not mind that, however, — 
the women wearing low-necked and sbort- 
skirted dresses, and goiag bareheaded. 

The native men give an unfavorable impres- 
rion, going about as they do, in a half-nudecon- 
dition. In carrying bundles or jugs, they always 
carry tbem on their heads, wich they do with- 
out the slightest trouble. 

Slavery 10 Brazil is 

NEXT TO ABOLISHED ; 
and, afterthe present race of slaves are out, 
their children will be free. 

All the streets are excellently paved with 
stone, and street-cars run on ail the principal 
streets and to all the suburbs of the city. They 
very much resemble our open cars, except that 
they are drawn by mules, and run along very 
fast and smoothly. 

Very few horses are to be seen anywhere, and 
those generally poor-looking thiogs. 

The city is well provided with parks. Two of 
them, though small, are especially beautiful. 
viz.: one containing a large statue in brovze of 
Don Pedro L.; and the other the Pasaseio Pub- 
lico, which 18 neatly laid out, and filled with 
tropical plants of all kinds. Init are fountains 

laying, two obelisks, and a paved esplanade 
acing the bay. Ostriches walk the paths. 

Inclosed are a leaf aod a sprig which I 
plucked in 

THE BOTANICAL GARDENS, 
some 5 miles from the city. The former is from 
the plant Pas; the latter, I think, is a native of 
India, but |donot know thename. The gar- 
den, situated in the direction of Botafago (one 
of the principal suburbs), is avery extensive 
and beautiful park, situated in the midst of 
some very high mountains. On entering, the 
first object of attraction which meets the eye is 
along avenue of stately palm-trees, planted 
very evenly, and extending for a long distance, 
to the other side of tbe garden. There 
are likewise two similar rows on the 
right and left sides as you enter. 
Tropical plants of all descriptions are here culti- 
vated ; among which may be mentioned the 
various kinds of paim-trees, screw-pines, bananas, 
bamboo-bushes, bread-trees, and many others ; 
also, a large assortment of foreign plants. ‘The 
flowers also are beautifull; but many—such as 
geraniums, cactuses etc.—do not seem to flour- 
ish any better than in Northern climes. 
THE CITY ITSELF 

presents all the appearancoa of a busy and exten- 
sive commercial capital; but, compared with 
avy of our large Northern cities, seems very 
crowded and unclean. The buildings ere built 
principally of stacco and stone. The former be- 
comes dingy with age, and peels off, which gives 
an appearance of decay tothecity. There are, 
however, many particularly good public build- 
ings, suchas the new Post-Office, Emperor's 
Palace, railway station, and mapvy others, -—buiit 
chiefly of stucco intermixed with stone. The 
churches aré pumerous, and, as arule, are fine 
editices, ornamented with towers and turrets, 
and their interiors richly gilded and frescoed. 

The better class of the community reside al- 
most exclusively in some of the delightful 
suburbs, such as botafago, Tejuco, San Chris- 
tove, ete. 

BOTAFAGO, 

a bay 3 miles from the city, appears like an in- 
land lake, completely land-locked, and surround- 
ed on all sides by lofty and romantic mountains, 
of the richest verdure. Fino residences, built 
of stucco in various colors, and mchly ornament- 
ed, surround this bay. ‘Lhis is the favonie place 
of residence with the highest classes. 

Yesterday I went, with the Purser and Doctor, 
out some miles to the foot of 

THE MOUNTAIN TEJUCO, 

the highest peak around Rio. At3 o'clock we 
went up the mountain in a diligence drawn by 
five mules, It was a charming ride. The road 
is very winding, and finished like a city avenue, 
—macadamized, and provided with gas-poats at 
regular intervals. After forty-five minutes we 
reached White’s Hotel, which is pretty near the 
summit ; and, after resting a quarter of an hour, 
returved at a much faster rate. The view of the 
city from there was very fine, and the ecenery 
sublime, brokeg here and there by deep chasms 
and smali waterfalis.

FINANCIAL.

In these last days of the year. the mercantile 
trade of the city busies itself with taking stock 
and settling accounts. There is a general cessa- 
tion of active buying and selling. In conse- 
quence of this quietude, there 1s & slackened 
demand for loans, and the banks tind business 
dull. There is more of a demand felt from grain 
and provision'men, who are borrowing to carry 
property that will change hands with settlement 
day, but this indicates no change in business. It 

is merely a transfer from one hand to another. 

Rates of discouvt remain 10 per ceut to regu- 
larcustomers, with concessions to good outside 
borrowers with satisfactory collaterals. Street 
rates are 8@18 per cent; real estate loans are 8 


@10 per cent. 

New York exchange was weaker yesterday. 
There was a good demand for it. Large amounts 
are now being sent East for the settlement of 
interest payments due in New York from West- 
ern municipal, railroad, and other corporations 
on the first of the year. Sales were made at 295 
@60c¢ premium between banks for $1,000, More 
exchanve is being made than a week ago. 

The orders from the country for currency are 
emall. as are the receipts. It is estimated on 
good data that since the Ist of November, 
$15,000,000 have been sent from tls city to 
lowa, Illinois, Indiana, and Wisconsin. In the 
entire West probably $30,000,000 have been dis- 
bursed in the same period. 

This withdrawal of currency will affect the 
statements of the condition uf the National 
Banks towards the close of the year, for which 
the Comptroller of the Currency is expected to 
callin a few davs. There are five statements re- 
quired in a year,—the calendar, not the fiscal 
year,—and but four have yet been called for. 

The clearings were $3,600,000. 

The Hartford Times says that counterfeits of 
the $10 notes of the Farmers’ and Manufacturers’ 
Naticval Bank, of Poughkeepsie, are circulaung 
in the vicinity of Hartford, 

The New York Stock-Exchange Governing 
Committee have resolved that no bonds shali here- 
atter be admitted to the list unless engraved by 
some responsible bank-note company. 

The farmers of Lansing, lompkins County, 
N. Y¥., who voted bonds in aid of the unfortu- 

pate Midland Railroad, voted last year to re- 
pudiate the bonds, aud this repudiation has been 
reaflirmed by a town meeting recently held. 
The New York Journal of Commerce makes this 
the subject of a leading editorigl, in which it 
“ regrets to see that the infamy of town-bond 
repudiation is creeping Eastward.” Several 
towns in Western New York have declined to 
pay the coupons of bonds issued by them to the 
plidland Road. ‘lhe only hope of thle holders 
of these bonds, the Journal thinks, is in the 
United States Courts, which have uniformly re- 
jected the pleas of irregularity in issue on 
which municipalities base their refusal to pay. 

United States Treasurer Spinver iv bis last re- 

rt calls the attention of Congress to a serious 
ixsue of unauthorized paper-money in the South. 
The same abuse is practicéd in some of the 
miving regions of the North. This unauthorized 
circulation consists of the notes of mumcipali- 
ties and manufacturing corporations. In certain 
localities at the South, particularly in Georgia 
and Alabama, almost the entire circulation con- 
sists of such issves, that are put out as change 
and are worthless tothe holder, excent in the 
place of issue. The present law levying a fine 
of 10 per cent on the notes of any 
town, city, or municipal corpcration, does 
‘not reach the evil. The only effectual wavy to 
suppress the nuisance would be to make it a mis- 
demeanor to issue any such paper. There is le- 
gal paper money more than enough to supply the 
peeds of the whole country. lo extirpate this 
bastard and dangerous currency would create a 
demand for some of the greenvacles thai are now 
in excess, and would tend, noticeably, if not 

greatly, to appreciate their value:

Tue receipte of hogs have fallen off to summer 
figures, and, as a consequence, packing is virtu- 
aliy suspended for the holidays. Of course it is 
only a suspension. Even those who believe in 
ihe shortest possible kind of a hog crop, and 
think that we are now on the tail end of it, do 
not suppose that the tip of the tail bas been 
reached yet. The people who control tae hog 
movement probably concluded that the packers 
would not care to operate durnng the holiday 
week, except at their own prices, and that quo- 
tations would recede on any but small receipts. 
Hence they are holding back, and will. probaply 
continue to do go till next week, after which 
packing wil! again be in order. 

The greater streagth in wheat yesterday was 
probably due to @ practical application of the 
old saw that *“‘no news is good news.” New 
York was inactive till late, and the Britis mar- 
kets were closed for the holidays. Hence there 
was no outside encouragement to higher prices, 
aod the fact that the receipts were larger than 
usual was deprersing in its tendency. Our 
markets do sometimes go bythe rule of con- 
traries. 

The deal in old corn is more of an enigma 
than ever. Everybodys expecied that prices 
wou'd be advanced 4@5e yesterday, en tie 
shorte, whereas the market bareiv held its own. 
The reason is probably the fact that the receipts 
of eld corn wer> lerger than expected, several 
Other lots being aiso on the way here. Some 
operators averred that the shortage cannot be 
anywhere near £0 large as has been reprcsented 
—in fact, that it is almost nothing. 

The leading produce markets were quiet yes- 
terday, pork being the ouly important exception 
to the statement. Lhe receipts were ou the in- 
crease, but the shipments were also somewhat 
larger than the recent average. 

We note that there is now afloat in this harbor 
148,000 bu wheat and 95,500 bu corn. 

The dry-goods market is dull in most depart- 
meuts, aud only fairly active in any. No con- 
siderable movement is pow anticipated until af- 


fterthe close of the old year, when, it is be- 


lieved, a healthy, active trade wiil spring up. 
In the market for staple and fancy groce- 
ries there was only a light business doing, 
orders being comparatively few, and 
generally for smail amounts. Prices of 
most lines were steady, the price changes 
being confined to a}<¢c decline in common to fair 
molasses sugar, and an advance of a }¢c in com- 
mon and roasting grades of Kio coffee. butter 
and cheese were quoted quiets at unchanged 
prices.

The demand for lumber continues light, and 
prices are unchanged. The hardware dealers 
report a quiet business at recent prices. Metals 
are firm in sympathy with New York, and copper 
especially is likely to advance after the Ist of 
January. The shipments of salt continue lLberal 
for the time of year, and the market 1s firm, the 
stock of some qualities being insufiicient, it is 
thought, to carry the trade until spring. 
Broom-corn was active and tirm. Seeds, hops, 
and wool were quiet and unchanged. There was 
less inquiry for hay, and, under larger receipts, 
the market was weak tor nearly ali descriptions. 
Hides sold at the recent prices. Poultry and 
game were very dull. The offerings were large, 
and the weather bad for holding, hence dealers 
were anxious to sell, and prices were iower all 
round, closing weak.

Whale Stories. 
From the Boston Advertiser. 

A correspondent at Nantucket, having seen 
the recent account of collisions and other in- 
cideuts in which that former Nantucket specialty, 
the whale, bore a conspicuous part, gives us the 
following from among his many reminiscences 
of the olden times: 

‘*T see it reported that a yessel bas been struck 
by a whale near the Gulf Stream, and another 
had her anchor hooked up by a whale and went 
out of a barbor much faster then she was ever 
known to go while under sai]! This is not new 
in style to us here at Nantucket, as the 
striking a whale at sea, as vou will perceive. 

“Just 100 years ago the father of the 
late Walter Folger, the astrononier, was at 
anchor in Newfoundland, in one of the bavs, in 
one of our whalers, only a day watch on duty for 
the night, when they perceived the vessel was 
going with great speed out of the barbor. The 
man upon deck ealled all hands out, and when 
the captain got upon deck the vessel was well 
out to sea, still going into darkness! It was 
s00n .supposed by the sensible skipper what 
caused the new movements, and the officer was 
instructed to cut the cabie, and they at once put 
the bark back to her moorings. 

‘-In November, 1807, the ship Union, Capt. 
Edmund Gardner, who has just completed his 
9\th year, wae only a few days from the island 
when he was struck by a sperm whale, and the 
ship immediately sunk. Tbey took to the three 
boata, some twenty-three men, and in twenty 
days ianded at the Azores all well, The sbip 
Union was bnilt im 1793, and was the first ship 
that ever bad shipping papers or a contract be- 
twegn ‘aptain, officers, and crew; all before that 
was done verbally. Then again we had the ship 
Essex, Capt. George Poll cruising in the Pa- 
cifie Ocean away off shore 165 deg. west, near the 
equator. Whenj the boats were ali ed

engaged a large whale (sperm) came u the 
ship, and with such violence as to make her hee! 
and shake like an aspen leaf. The whale 
glanced off to windward, and when two miles to 
windward turned and came down upon the ship 
and struck her a most deadly blow on the bows, 
which caused her to beel over nearly on her 
beam ends, and back again only to filland sink! 
This was in November, 1820. And when thease 
men's story was related by letters—their suffer- 
ings ia the boats, eating each other, and some of 
them my old playmates at school!—every one 
was overcome by its recital and would weep in 
the streets; for all of it was read in front of the 
Post-Office in a public way. The crew were in 
open boats on the ocean ninety days, and taken 
1 the coast of Chili, February and March, 

‘“* We have lost other ships in strange ways, and 
perhaps they went in some such way. We hada 
ship, Harmony, cruising on Brazil Banks in com- 
pany with another of ourships—the Leo—in 1796, 
with only a emall watch upon deck, in a beautiful 
night, when at midnight a whale leaped out of 
the water and lay square across the deck, and 
tbe ship was crushed and sank even with the 
water. The men came out in their night clothes 
and wero taken on board the Leo and brought 
home to Nantucket. They never saved anything 
fromthe Harmony; all was lost. Each ship had 
at the time 400 barrels of oil on heard.”

The Warren County Bond (Cases 


Again. 


Criminal Matters. 


THE WARREN COUNTY BOND CASES. 

Jadge Drummond decided yesterday the case 
of A. T. Post; vs. The Supervisors of Warren 
County, which was argued several months ago 
before him and judge Davis, of the United 
States Supreme Court. The question was as to 
the legality of about $200,000 of bonds issued by 
Warren County. Just before the bonds were 
issued, the late Gen. Harding, a tax-payer of the 
county, filed a bill and obtained an injunction 
against the issue of the bonds, on the ground 
that there were some defects in the election 
notices which callei1 for a meeting to vote for 
the issue of the bonds. This injunction 
was afterward dissolved on hearing and motion, 
andthe bonds were immediately issued. The 
case was afterward taken from the Warren 
County Circuit Court up to the Supreme Court, 
and there reversed. 

The present case was brought subsequent to 
the decision of the Supreme Court by the plain- 
tiff, to recover the amount of some interest- 
coupons on these bonds, and the question of 
course was raised as to the validity of the bonds. 
A long and exhaustive argument was had for 
several days, and the decision has been some- 
what postponed to allow Judge Davis time to ex- 
amine the authorities cited. 

Judge Drummond, in delivering the opinion 
on behalf Judge Davis and himself, said that the 
Supreme Court of the United States had sub- 
stantially decited the points involved in the 
present case in favor of the plaintiff, and he 
thought the Supreme Court would hold, in case 
ofan appeal, that the defendants would be 
obliged to pay the bonds and coupons, the plain- 
tiff being a bona-tide holder for value. Judg- 
ment was accordingly entered in favor of Mr. 
Post for the value of the coupons and interest. 
The decision of this case also governs that of 


two others similar in character,—that of George 
O. Maxcy, and of the Portsmouth Savings Bank 
against the same defendants.

RELAPSING FEVER. 

He narrated a case in which a patient had re- 
covered from fever, which in every symptom, 
excepting increased gastric derangement, pre- 
sented recovery ; but the patient relapsed, and 
was now slowly convalescent. He had abundant 
treatment of quinine. The case was somewhat 
unusual in this country. It was a question if we 
had the same class of disease in this country as 
in Europe. 

Dr. Bartlett drew 
in which a patient had relapsed = every 
Thursday for ten weeks, notwithstanding 
the large administration of quinine. When qui- 
nine aud blue mass were given he improved, but 
unless in double quantity the effect was not as 
anticipated. The patient was finally removed 
from the premises in which he resided. It was 
subsequently found that at high water there was 
an overtiow of the main sewer under the house. 
Fhe removal of the patient insured his recovery. 
Dr. Bartlett had no doubt relapsing fever oc- 
curred in this country. 

Dr. Davis explained the position of the domi- 
cile of the patient in the case in question, which 
showed that he lived up-stairs, and, further, that 
his wife was threatened with the same disease. 

County Physician, Dr. Henrotin, detailed an 
account of the removal, in consultatfoh with Dr. 
Hooper, by lateral incision, of a tumor from the 
uterus, in which he was successful, notwith- 
standing some abnormal condition of the parts. 

Dr. Johnson, after briefly alluding to the

In answer to a question, the Doctor thought 
that the solution of ergot, which he stated bad 
been given io the treatment, would have a gener- 
ally beneficial effect. 

Dr. Peck had found great benefit in using a 
flexible catheter instead of an Emmet applica- 
tion in applying fuming nitric acid. 

A MEDICAL BLUNDER. 

Dr. J. N. Hyde submitted a case of contagious 
impetigo, which had been mistaken for small-— 
pox. The patient, under this error. bad been 
sent to the small-pox hospital, where this disease 
had bees cantracted, and the sufferer died. ‘Lhe 
speaker wished to draw aitention to the factthat 
recent medical observation tended to sltow that 
all pus was contagious. 

Dr. Jackson mentioned a ease in his Practice 
of sigmoid-shaped enlargement of a muscle in 
the neck of a child, which was accompanied 
with no pain. It bad been treated with weaken- 
ed iodine without creating any tenderness.

(OWA SCHOOL-FUND DELINQUENTS. 
Special Dispatch ta The Chicago Tribune, 

Des Mornes, Ia., Dec. 28.—‘lhe State Auditor 
last week completed the settlement with the 
counties delinquent to the School Fund. The 
accounts have been unsettled for twenty years 
until now. The delinquency is often more ap- 
parent than real, yet such as to prevent a bal- 
ance of the accounts. In many instances, the 
difference arises from the careless manner of 


keeping county books ; in some, it is the result 
of downright rascality. A case of this kind oc- 
curred in Allamakee County, which was dug up in 
the final vettlement with the county last week. 
Several years <go, one Francis Rodeman was 
deputized to settle the School Fund account of 
that countv on behalf of ‘ne State. When be 
got there, he bought 160 acres of land, and bor- 
rowed $1,000 of the School Fund, $500 in 
his own name, and $500 in the 
name of his wife, with which to pay for the 
land, and in thet way he actalog the School Fund. 
He went off, and was heard/®f no more notil 
he turned up ip Missouri as candidate for Secre- 
tary of State. A 'awyer was sent to investigate 
him. He returned with $700; he put $200 in 
his pocket, ga e the County of Ailamakee $500, 
which the ‘'eesurer put into the General Fund 
instead of the School Fund, and #0, after all. the 
county is out , because the State Auditor 
won't admit the”payment. 


COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. 


George Meech Comes to the Front--- 
County Physician’s Report. 


The Salary Question. 


The Board of County Commissioners met yes- 
terday afternoon, President Burdick in the chair. 
There were present, in addition to a great lobby 
of applicants for the offices within the gift of the 
Board, Commissioners Busse, Carroll, Clough, 
Conly, Crawford, Guenther, Herting, Holden, 
Johnson, Jones, Lonergan, McCaffrey, Russell, 
apd Schmidt. 

A CHEAP LAWYER. 

A communication was received from George A. 
Meech, setting forth his willingness to discbarge 
the duties to the best of his ability, if elected, of 
County Attorney, for a salary of $3,600 per year. 
The matter waa referred to the Special Commit- 
tee on Salaries. 

The annual report of the County Agent, pub- 
lished in fullin Tue Trisvunxe of Thursday last, 
was read,and referred to the Committee on Pub- 


lie Charities. 
COUNTY PHYSICIAN'S REPORT. 

The annual report of the County Physician was 
submitted, showing that he examined during the 
year for insanity 230 persons, of whom 132 were 
convicted and sent to the asyium ; 39 found not 
insane; 29 taken care of by friends; 8 not found; 
5 sent to asylum on old verdicts; 5 decided not 
insane by a jury; 6 dismissed before trial, taken 
by friends ; 1 committed suicide; 2 sent to Poor- 
House; 3 now awaiting trial. Post-mortem ex- 
aminations to the number of 203 were made for 
the Coroner, and an expert's opinion given as to 
the cause of death. With the exception of one 
death—that of a man who dropped dead with de- 
lirum tremens—the health of the inmates of the 
County Jail has been good. The physician makes 
the following recommendations: 

First, that in the plans for the new Hospital about 
to be erected care should be taken to provide a depart- 
ment for the treatment of parties affected with delir- 
jum tremens and kindred nervous affections, and 
cases of insanity of a dangerous type pending trial, 
Different cases of the above character have fallen un- 
der my notice frequently during the year, where 
much harm has resulted from my being unable to pro- 
vide for such temporary quarters. For example, 
cases of delirium tremens are not accepted 
into the Hospital; therefore, if paupers, they 
remain in some locality until they make such 
disturbance that they are complained of by the neigh- 
bors; lieinacold, damp cell twenty-four or forty- 
eight hours, and then, if alive, arrive at the Bridewell, 
often to die there ; while, if they had had good hos. 
pital attendance, many would have recovered, During 
the past year I have known of three or four deaths in 
houses of patients, who, if they had the opportunity, 
would have been sent to the Hospital ZDwo patients, 
affected in the same way, have died in the police sta- 
tions ; one in the County Jail; and I am informed by 
the City Physician that no inconsiderable number of 
deaths from the same cause have happened in the 
Bridewell, and almost always within a very few days 
after admission, 

Lastly, I would still more earnestly recommend to 
your honorable Board the partial repeal, at least, of 
the act or order which always closes the doors of the 
Hospital against any one afflicted with venereal disedse. 
With the present strict regulations many cases are left 
to die in the most shameful condition; while the 
women of the town, having no charitable hospital 
doors open, have no recourse but to keep on selling 
their diseased bodies, thereby hélping to further 
spread the scourge. I hold myself willing to visit 
every case, and hold myself responsibie for the worthi- 
ness of each admission, if the Board will only accord 
me the power to admit exceptional cases,

DOCTORING BY CONTRACT. 

A communication was received from Dr. Adol- 
phus, Superintendent of the Central Free Dis- 
pensary of West Chicago, proposing, for the 
sum of $1,000 a vear, from Jan. 1, 1875, to Jan. 
1, 1877, to supply all the medical and surgical 
wants of the poorof West Chicago; furnish all 
applicants with medicines; and attend to all 
vaccinnation, provided the county will furnish 
the virus. The proposition was referred to the 
Committee on Hospital. 

A communication from Dr. Thorp, of Lamont, 
embodying similar propositions with reference 
to the county poor in that town, was referred to 
the Committee on* Town and Town Abvcounta. 
Dr. Thorp will furnish attendance and medicines 
for $500 per year, or attendance alone for $100. 

BUTTER FOR PAUPERS. 

In connection with the requisition for supplies 
for the month of January for the Poor-House, 
Commissioner Guenther’s attention was attract- 
ed by the item of ‘'500 pounds of butter.” He 
said there were thousands of laboring men in 
Cook County who could not afford to eat butter, 
and he-questioned the propriety of supplying 
that luxury to paupers. The requisition was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Public Charities, 

MISCELLANEOUS MATTERS, 

The bill of Daniel O’Hara, of $4.50, fees as a 
witness in the trial of David A. Gage at Wauke- 
gan, was referred to the Commitiee on Ju- 
diciary. 

A resolution was adopted authorizing the sale 
of horses not needed at the Poor-House and 
County Farm. 

The Board voted to authorize the Joint Com- 
mittee on Public Buildings aud rublic Charities 
to advertise for proposals for furnishyng ma- 
terials and brick, stone, masonry, and plasteriug- 
work on the addition to the Insane Asylum. 

KEEP OUT THE LOBBYISTS. 

Commissioner Schmidt offered the following, 
which was passed under a suspeusion of the 
rules : 

Resolved, That no person holding or soliciting con- 
tracts from the county, and no Wardens appointed by 
this Board, shall be allowed to be present at any of the 
sessions of committees of this Board, charged with the 
examination, rejection, or approval -of bills or con- 
tracts, unless such persons or Wardens are cal'ed upon 
for explanations of such bills or contracts ; also, that 
the Clerk of this Board be instructed not to permit any 
of the persons aforesaid bebind therailing in the 
Clerk’s office, nor to allow any of the papers or con- 
tracts filed by this Board to be removed from the files. 

THE SALARY QUESTION. 

Commissioner Carroll offered a resolution ap- 
proving and confirming the action of the pre- 
ceding Board in fixing the salaries of Cook 
County empioyes for the year 1875. 

A motion to suspend the rules in order to pass 
the resolution was lost for lack of a two-thirds 
majority, as follows :

AMUSEMENTS. 


MISS MORRIS AS “‘ CAMILLE.” 

Against ‘“‘Camille” and all deification of un- 
cleanness; against the glorification of the Fallen 
Sister, we do solemnly, as in the past, record a 
protest. But solong as the genius of the age 
runs to this subject as the only one worthy of 
genius, so long must this class of plays possess 
attractions which purer compositions lack in no 
pardonable degree, and so long must they 
hold the stage against all competi- 
tion, foreign or domestic, be the weak 
and washy drama of the hackneyed author never 
so virtuous and moral in tone. 
needs little mention as a drama, Its opportuni- 
ties for acting, a8 well as ite defects, are familiar 
to everybody, attested by a long line of great 
artistes who have selected the role in which to 
exhibit the full measure of their power. The 
title-part is an outlet for emotional acting which 
few roles in the range of the modern drama 
afford, and this is the standing apol- 
ogy for its representation ad nauseam. 
Could a play be coidly analyzed as a mere work 
of art, with its drift and teachings unheeded and 
forgotten, this threadbare story of guilty love 
and self-sacrifice would leave little for unfavor- 
able criticism, aad herein lies the very danger 
of the play, in that it insidiously relaxes that 
protective law.of society without which society 
would cease to exist, 

But it will hold the stage for the reason we 
have given. It called out last evening at the 
Academy of Music an audience of unusually 
critical acumen ; One unused to patronize the 
smali-fry of the stage, and probably as hostile 
to the spirit of ‘‘ Camille” as could be found. 
It is probable that that audience left the theatre 
with new impressions of the piece, for Miss 
Morris’ representation of the principal 


character was 80 novel, so vivid and start- 
ling, as to give it a new light and life. 
Her conception of the character is 60 
far removed from the hackneyed Camille of the 
stage that we pause to compare it with the sur- 
roundings, and find the divorce between the he- 
ruism of the woman and the incidents of the 
drama so complete that their coming together is 
a shock, from which repetition does not take the 
edge. The poeticside of the character is so 
studiously developed that its contact with its 
surroundings becomes more distressing. Such 
an idealization of the character becomes the 
more disgusting as it is more artistic, and it is 
supremely both. 

It is one of the peculiarities of Miss Morris to 
reduce a character down to the minutest perfec- 
tion of detail, and to leave the unimportant and 
commonplace phases of its exhibition to a mere 
imitation of every-day life, reserving the full 
strength of the passion for periods. In no case, 
tuerefore, can she strain a personation beyond 
the bounds of probability. All her creations 
stand out naturally therefore upon the stage. 
When to this is added a marvelous force of pas- 
sion which sweeps the sympathies of an audience 
before it, there is acombinpauon of intellect and 
personal power which is irresistible. Such a 
force has full play m Camille, and in the third 
and fourth acts the climaxes are startling beyond 
anything upon the modern stage, aud absoluteiy 
overpowering. ‘The play of passion and resolu- 
tion is little short of wonderful, and the spell 
upou the audience is not surprismg. The fifth 
act of the drama is in its way a vivid imitation 
of dissolution, but, being imitative only, possesses 
but a secondary degree of merit. It is in the 
third and fourth acie that Miss Morris is at her 
greatest height. Every act was greeted with 
1ounds of applause, followed by decided calis 
for the actress, which were, of course, responded 
to. 

Had anything been wanting to secure a re- 
markable performance of ** Camille” that want 
was suppiied by the Amand of Mr. Murdoch. 
His most ardent admirers could scarcely have 
looked for such power as he displayed in the 
passionate scenes of last evening, and it is 
gratifying to note that the audience, while it 
manifested its admiration of the star, did not 
overlook the astonishing excellence of Mr. Mur- 
doch. act, from its  incep- 
tion tableau. was worked 
up to frenzy of passion that 
the audience could hardly restrain its im- 
patience, and, before the curtain fell, gave way 
to a storm of applause which only the acknow!l- 
edgements of the principals could aliay. It is 
certain that ‘*‘ Camille” was never given with 
such strength in the two principal roles in Chi- 
cago, and it is a question whetber, in the mem- 
ory of any plav-goer m the house last evening, it 
was ever equaled, Beyond the leading parts, 
however, praise cannot go. The part of 
Nannine, played by Mrs. Williams, was, of 
course, insignificant, and the remainder rather 
below mediocrity. The game bill will be given 
to-night. Wednesday and Thursaay nights 
* Article 47” will be played, Friday night and 
Saturday afternoon ** Alixe,” and Saturday night 
‘** Macbeth.”

Reduced Rates Between Toledo 
and New York. 


RAILROADS IN COURT, 
THE CHICAGO 4 WALDHEIM RAILROAD COMPANY. 

Rebecca Clark filed a bill against the Chicago 
& Waldheim Railroad Company to prevent it 
from crossing her land. She states that she 
owns Lots 72 to 79 in Ann Rawson’s Subdivision 
of Lots 12, 13, and the north 8-5 of Lot 11 in 
Honore & Bradley's Subdivision of the W. \& of. 
the N. E. { of Sec. 14, 39, 13, fronting on 
Leavitt street, and directly west of the western 
terminus of Harrison street. The Chicago & 
Waldheim Company has begun building a road 
on Harrison street, and proposes to construct it 
west to Maywood, thus crossing complainant's 
land. She alleges that Harrison street 
has never been laid out over her prop- 
erty; that the Railroad Company hae 
never begun apy proceedings for condemning 
the land, and that great damage will be done to 
her buildings on the above-named lots unless 
the Company be restrained from crossing her 
land, without first ascertaining and paying her 
the damage caused thereby, and she therefore 
asks for an injunction. 

THE CHICAGO, DANVILLE 4 VINCENNES RAILROAD 
COMPANY. 

Field, King & Co. filed a bill yesterday in the 
Circuit Court against the Chicago, Danville & 
Vincennes Railroad Company and Robert Pritch- 
ard, asking for an injunction and set-off. Com- 
plainants allegetbat, as financial agents and bro- 
kers, they bave made numerous loans and sales 
for the. Company, for which they are en- 
titled to a commission of $22,500, including 
therein the negotiation of a loan of $350,000, and 
the guaranteeing of its notes to the amount of 
$150,000. The Company in 1871 loaned them 
$15,000, of which they have paid $10,000, keep- 
ing the remainder to set off against their claims. 
About 4 year and a half ago the Company recov- 
ered a judgment against them for this amount, 
and a short time ago sent an execution to Ful- 
ton County, where King has some property, with 
directions to levy it and make the amount of the 
judgment. To this the complainants object, al- 
leging they did not plead their claims as set off 
because they supposed that the Company was 
solvent, and they had commenced a auit 
in assumpsit to recover ther claim. 
Since that time the Company, by 
its own showing, had become insolvent. 
In support of this allegation copies of the re- 
ports of the Company to the Auditor were intro- 
duced, oy: ing that the whole assets of the Com- 
pany were Qniy $2,500,000, while its debts were 
$4,544,682,8 The complainants § therefore 
claimed that they would be unable to obtain their 
claim, 0 that their only partial hope was to 
offset the\judgment against them to their claim 
against the Company. ‘They therefore asked for 
an injunction to prevent the levy of the execu- 
tion, and a decree allowing them to offset the 
judgment, as far as it was sullicient, against their 
claim for $22,500. 

A long argument was had on the motion for 
injunction, and finally it was granted temporari- 
ly by consent of the parties.

REDUCED RATES BOM TOLEDO TO NEW YORK. 

Mr. P. BL. Shumway, General Freight Agent of 
the Chicago & lowa and Chicago & Paducah 

tailroads, telegraphed to several railroad men in 
this city last evening that a reduction of 3 cents 
per 100 pounds on fourth-class freights had been 
made between Toledo and New York. If this 
news proves to be correct, it will be a discrimina- 
tion against Chicago in favor of the cross lines, 
and the Chicago roads leading to the East will 
undoubtedly protest against such a reduction. 
It is hardly possible that this action will be ‘ap- 
proved by the Commissioners, but it is generally 
known that the managers of the various roads 
have, during the last few days, ignored the Sara- 
toga agreement, and acted as they deemed best 
for the interests of their respective lines. A 
prominent New York railroad manager 
stated to a TRIBUNE reporter a few days 
ago that within sixty days two of the most 
prominent Eastern lines would withdraw from 
the combination. The Michigan Central Rail- 
road also will embrace the first opportunity to 
‘*step down and out” of a combination which 
has caused it nothing but trouble and vexations. 
There is much complaint made by railroad man- 
agers that the roads are losing money with the 
pressnt rates. -This may be true, as the rates 
are much lower now than they were ever before 
at this season ofthe year. But, while most of 
the roads are losing money at these rates, the 
Baltimore & Ohio is making money. It is the 
sole owner of the entire line from here to Balti- 
more, and is notembarrassed by heavy debts. 
Therefore this road will undoubtedly adhere to 
the present low rates to Baltimore, and conse- 
quently the other roads-will be unable to raise 
rates to other points.

This will add 60 miles of 
steel rails. The Company has already down be- 
tween here and St. Louis 240 miles of these rails, 
leaving to be completed a distance of oniy 40 
miles.

Des Morngs, Ia., Dec. 28.—A motion has been 
filed in the United States Circuit Court for ths 
suspension of George H. French as Receiver of 
the Davenport & St. Paul Railroad, by Judge 
Grant, representing over $3,000,000 of bond- 
bolders, supp°1ted by numerous affidavits. The 
Court has ordered a hearing at Keokuk, Jan. 5. 
Meanwhile, bv consent of the petitioners, the 
Receiver may continue, on condition that he pay 
out no money, except on order of the Court, and 
that all money he receives shall be deposited in 
bank in lowa. 

A BIG FIGHT IN PROSPECT.

Des Moines, la., Dec, 28.—A bill in equity bas 
been filed in the United States Circuit here, by 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad Com- 
pany, against M. KE.

THE INDIANA SENATORSHIP. 


The Ilon. Joseph E. McDonald Gives 
flis Financial Views—"Ir. Holman 
Getting Keady for the Struggle. 

Special nepatch to The Chicago Triowne. 

Inpranapouis, Ind., Jan. 28.~The Hon. Jo- 
seph E. McDonald has communicated a letter to 
the Sentinel setting forth his financial views. 
He quotes at length from his Greencastle 
speech, in which he said that the normal condi- 
tion of the finance of any commercial country 
should be a specie basis, but that he would al- 
low the natural growth of business to help us 
out of the evils of a spurious currency, believing 
that an attempt to reduce the gap between 
the present value of the currency and a gold 
standard by reducing the volume of paper cur- 
rency would break down the industrial interests 
of the country. He also saidin that speech that 
he did not believe Congress had the right to coin 
money outof paper, but as between a Govern- 
ment and a National Bank currency, he was for 
a Government currency, believing that the 
Government had a right to use her 
credit ia sjthe form of Treasury notes 
to any extent that her creditors will receive 
them, and the people may use them among 
themselves as a circulating medium. At the 
close of the quotation Mr. McDonald says: 
‘* These views I still entertain, and I trust that 
those who know best believe £ would not pre- 
tend to entertain sentiments contrary to my con- 
victions for a seat in the United States Senate 
for life. My business has to some extent 
been neglected during the canvass, and 

have had but little time to 
think of the Senatorship with which my name 
has been connected, or to thank my fricnds for 
their earnest efforts in my behalf. Nor have 
been inclined to enter into an active canvass for 
the position, much as I desire it, as I jook upon 
the office of United States Senator as One of the 
highest in honor and dignity in the land, and 
only desirable to me on account of the honor at- 
tached to it.” 

Rooms have been engaged at the Occidental 
Hotel in the interest of Mr. Holman, and that 
gentieman will be there personally during the 
Senatorial canvass.

The Common Council met last evening, Presi- 
dent Dixon in the chair.

Ald. White moved to postpone action on the 
ordinance until the first Monday in December, 


1875. 

Ald. Quirk urged the passage of the ordinance, 
stating that, w’ ye exception of a few people 
in tho Elev Vard, there was a unanimous 
desire that there should be atrack on West In- 

jana etrect. 

: Ald. Gunderson m: e his first speech in the 
Council. opposing the ordinance on the ground 
that the people inthe vicinity of Indiana street 
were now well provided with transportation. — 

Ald. Cullerton took a sarcastic turn, saying 
that be was very fond of horse-railway ordivan- 
ces, and liked to vote for them. 

Ald. Schaffner carnestiy advocated the passage 
of the ordivance as a matter of ccnvenieuce toa 
large number of people. 

Aid. Campbell said that 60,000 people ought 
not to be deprived of transportation simply be- 
cause of the selfishness of a few property-own- 
ers, representing a frontage of but five blocks. 
The oidinance ought to be passed. 

The motion to postpone a year was lost bya 
vote of 32 to 4. : 

Ald. Ryan moved to recommit the ordinance 
to the Committee on Streets and Alleys, West 
Division. 

- Ald. White said there was already an ‘‘abic” 
"bus lias on Indiana street. 

The motion to recommit was lost by a vote of 
26 to 10. 

The *‘Senator from the Eleventh” sought to 
throw another filibustering obstacle inthe way 
of the ordinance by moving that the track be 
laid on Fourth street, but to no purpose, the 
motion beipg ignominiously voted down.

THE STURCES CASE. 
AN APPEAL ALLOWED. 

Judge Williams gave a decision yesterday 
morning in the case of Sturges vs. The Board of 
Trade, on the question of allowing an appeal, 
and, after citing the Iilmoisauthority of Titus et 
al. vs. Mobee 25 [il. 257, he held that the pres- 
ent case was not within the authority of the case 
reported. Hence he thought that the question 
of appeal had not been adjudicated by the Su- 
preme Court, and he should not ailow an appeal, 
considering it an interlocutory order. 

In the afternoon, however, by an unanswerabie 
argument on the other side, Judge Williams 
changed his decision, and allowed an appeal. 
The cause of this change was a decision of the 
Supreme Court on a motion to dismiss a similar 
case, in which the Court held that an appeal 
would lie. The case was that of A. C. Prout vs, 
D. H. Lomer etal. Ino that case an injunction 
was asked to restrain the defendants from 
transferring certain notes of complainant, or 
realizing onthem. A temporary injunction was 
granted, but, ona motion to dissolve, it was 
diasolved by Judge Williams himself, and an ap- 
peal taken. It appeared from the records of the 
Circuit Court that this dissolution was consid- 
ered as a final decree. In the Supreme Court a 
motion was made to dismiss the bill, on the 
ground that the order of the Court below was 
interlocutory, and that an appeal would not lie. 
Tue Supreme Court, however, refused to dis- 
miss. : 

No decisoin at length was cited by Mr. Stur- 
ges’ counselin the above case, but they held 
thatthe Prout case and the Sturges case were 
identical in principle, and that the question was 
nolouger oper. Judge Williams thonght that 
he was bound by the Prout decision, even 
though it were on a motion to dismiss, and not 
on @ final heariug, and he felt compelled to 
allow an appeal, remarking, however, that ne 
did not suppose there were two Opinions on the 
justice of the cage. 

Mr. Dent thought that a distinction should be 
made, as in the Prout case the record showed 
that the case was considered as finally disposed 
of, and that moreover no replication was filed in 
that case uotil after the order was made dissolv- 
ing the temporary injunction. In the present 
case, on the coutrary, Mr. Dent said, a replica- 
tion bad been put in, showing an intention to 
keep the case alive in the lower court. .Toes#e 
two points, the eutry of the order as final in the 
Prout case, and the filing a replication im the 
present case, indicating that the present order 
dissolving the injunction was not tinal, showed 
that the two cases shouid be treated as radically 
different. The Judge, however, thought that 
the cases were similar in principle, and allowed 
an appeal, uudera bond for $2,500, but refused 
to continue the injuuction, as provided for under 
the new statute. 

lt was reported on the street that the bill of 
exceptions has been made out, and that one of 
the attorneys went to Waukegan last night 
with it, for the purpose of obtaining an in- 
junction to prevent the Board of Trade from 
proceeding to count the vote, as they have noti- 
tied Mr. Sturges they intend todoto-day. Ii 
this is so, the end is not yet, and it is possible 
that Sturges may be allowed to hang on the rag- 
ged edge some time longer, until the Supreme 
Court can hear the case. 

At 12 to-day the -polls will be opened on 
‘Change tor the purpose of receiving the votes 
of any members who were debarred from ex- 
pressing their opinions &@ month ago. Atl the 
polis w.il close, and the vote be counted, if no 
injunction intervene.

LOCAL LETTERS, 
WHY MK. #TENPEL 18 UNHAPPY. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

CaicaGo, Dec. 28.—Seeing the case of one 
men leveing a pistolon another man, creating 
80 much sensation among the public, I take the 
liberty of stating a far more important case, 
which, to my sorrow, has gone into oblivicn, 
through the negligeace, andI fear something 
worse, of our Police Department. 

About six weeks ago, at 6p. m., going home 
from my shop I was attacked by four or five 
hignway-robbers about 100 steps from my house, 
They garroted and robbed me of $200. Two or 
three neighbors were looking on and saw me 
strangled and robbed, without making any ef- 
forts tohelp me. It was fear, I believe, which 
kept those people from interfering, for they 
well knew that highway-robbers rule our streetz, 


not the police, A few seconds after being rob- 
bed, I saw the robbers about fifteen steps from 
me, running. 1 made alarm as good as my haif- 
strangled condition admitted, and pursaed as 
quick as I could, but all alone; even no alarm 
was made by the bystanders, | think from fear 
of being shot. Running one block, the robbers 
disappeared in the dark alleys. From here I 
went to the police station, about ten biocks off 
from my house, corner of North avecue and Lar- 
rabee street. 1 met no police on my way. The 
Station-Keeper, after listening to my report; mn- 
solentiy told me to come back in two hours, when 
they will act in the matter. Only through my 
stern demand, two policemen were dispatched, 
and in a few bourse two individuals were arrested. 
It seeras that the station wlegraph had not 
been set into operation that wight, for next 
morning, questioving several policemen in the 
ceotre of tne city, none of them knew thata 
highwav-robbervy was committed in the streets 
of Chicago night before. Who is to 
blame? 2 fully believe that the case 
in the bands of good detectives would not be 
lost, and the perpetrators could be brought to 
justice by a competent Judge and jury, but not 
bs; ridiculous doings called Police-Court trials, 

One week after the robbery the trial came off 
at the Police Court, Chicago avenue, vear Clark 
street, presided over bya Judge calied Kaufmann. 

As before eaid, two men were to be tried for 
bighway robbery. Being called before court, 
ove of them was not ready ior tnal, claiming 
that one of his main witnesses was not present ; 
his case then was postponed until Friday next 
by Judge Kaufmann. 

The trial for the other man was now taker. up. 
Before half of my witnesses were heard the 
Judge said as none of the witnesses knew 
anything about the affair he will dismiss the case. 
I ingisted, in spite of the would-be Jupiter-like 
frowv, on hearing them. being interrupted ia a 
jargon something about contempt of court, | 
nevertheless insisted. After hearing all wit- 
nesses the case was dismissed ; in fact, my wit- 
nesses seemed to know nothing. Right after 
dismissing, the Judge said (now mark): ** But I 
dismiss the other man too.” Think of it! A 
maa who was arrested for highway robbery, af- 
terwards bound over to appear before court on 
Fiiday next, was set free without a bearing. 

Now, what shall l dois this case ? Your in- 
formation may do good to the whole public. 
And then please answer, Have Judges really the 
power or right to play the part of Sancho Panza 
as Judge in the courts of Americaa? Are the 
acts of the above-named Judge punishable or 
lawful ? I must confess, as I stood there inthe 
halls of justice. I felt shame creeping on me to 
be called a citizen and a member of a sovereign 
people ; 1 feis Kuropean irony sneering right in- 
to wy face. , A. STEMPEL. 


CAPITAL PUNISHMENT.

In Australa or Tasmania (I for- 
get which), whither he was transported, he re- 
mained some years after the expiration of the 
term of his -sentence, amassing considerable 
wealth, and eventually returned to England. 
Whilst assuming the distinctive dress which pre- 
vailed in the Society to a greater extent than is 
now the case, and in various ways endeavoring 
to ingratiate himself into favor, mngling with 
them in their meetings for worship, etc., Taweli 
was bever again received by them into member- 
ship. So far, therefore, as thie individual case 
is concerned, the statement of Mr. Slayton ts a 
correct one, and Lam of the opinion that what- 
ever the faults and shortcomings of this Society 
may be, its membership, from tne earliest perzad 
of its history to the present time, is entirely clea 
of the crime of murder, J. 8.

stables was due entirely to an oversight of the 
State’s Attorney, and that the State’s Attorney 
had promised to withdraw his name, and had 
probably done so, and that no writ of quo war- 
ranto had been served upon him, while such is 
not the fact in regard to others similarly accused. 
Mr. Laimbeer and Mr. Randall affirm that the 
resignation signed by Louis Ledesky was read 
and explained to him, and that he was fully 
aware of the nature of the same when he signed 
it, and that, in making affidavit tothe contrary, 
he has committed deliberate perjury. Mr. Laim- 
beer asserts that he was not instrumental in pro- 
curing the resignation of Mr. Ledesky. that other 
persons without his knowledge induced Mr. 
Ledeskvy to resign, stipulatmg with him that Mr. 
Laimbeer would in consideration thereof, and on 
condition that Mr. Ledecky would use his infiu- 
ence in securing for him tis German vote in the 
special election for Constable, gave him a team 
of horses, a set of harness, and a wagon, with 
which he might engage in the express 
business at Austin. He states that as anthority 
for so doing that these gentlemen heard a re- 
mark of his made immediately after Mr. Ledes- 
ky’s election, that he would give Mr. Ledesky *‘a 
team of horses if he would get out of the way.” 
Mr. Laimbeer further states that he does not 
desire a special election for Constable, and that 
he does not know of any one who does, aithough 
he did hand the Town Clerk a notice to the 
judges of election calling attention to the vacan- 
cy, and asking for a special election. He says 
that the special anxiety of one or two prominent 
citizens of the town, that Mr. Ledesky should re- 


sign and engage in the expressing business, was . 


caused by the fact that he is owing them certain 

sums of money, and would sooner be enabled to 

pav the same. 

There seems to be aconeiderable conflict of 
opinion in this matter. The subject is attractuung 
attention in Cicero, more, however, on account 
of tue partisan feelings excited wban on account 
of the importance attached to the ollice.

The Committee on License submitted a report, 
and saloon license was ordered to issue to Will- 
iam Lange, of the car-shops. A license was also 
ordered to issue to Marun Rasmussen, of the 
saine godly place. A license was, for the pres- 
ent, refused to John Werner, of the car-shops, it 
being stated that indictments for illegally selling 
intoxicating liquors are now pending against 
bun. 

The Treasurer's report was approved, and vari- 
ous bills ordered paid, after which the Board ad- 
journed for two weeks. 

A FREE MAN, 

Release by the Tennessee Authorities 
of G. W. L. Smith, Aidnapped in This 
Stute—Gov. Beveridge Willi Insist on 
the Arrest of the Kidnappers. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tridune. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ii], Dec. 28.—Gov. Beveridge 
this morning received information that G. W. L. 
Smith, who was kidnapped in Massac County, in 
this State, some months ago, and taken to Ten- 
neseee, where, it was aileged, he had committed 
a murder, had been released. The particulars 
of the correspondence which took place between 
the Governors of Lilinois and Tennessee regard- 


ing the outrage have been given from time to 
tine in these dispatches. The following is the 
letter giving the information to Gov. Beveridge 
concerning the release oi Smith, and is from the 
attorneys of the latter: 

Paris, Tenn., Dec, 19, 1874, 
To His Freellency John L. Beveridce : 

Dear Stn: We nad the gratification of setting G, 
W, L. Smith at liberty to-day. A noile prosequi was 
entered in his case, and ne and his family are on their 
way totheirhome, We sincerely hope this wiil be a 
final settlement of the whole affair, and that nothing 
more will arise to disturb either the people or the au- 
thorities of Illinois or Tennessee. We cannot help ex- 
pressing the hope that you will so regard it. Very 
respectiully, your obedient servants, 

ADEN & FRYER. 

It is generaily believed that Smith’s release 
was eifected, partially at least, by a promise 
made by his friends tbat, should the kidnappers 
be surrendered to this State upon the requisi- 
tion of Gov. Beveridge, they would not appear 
either before the Grand Jury to procure their in- 
dictment, or before the Court to testify against 
them, and in this way the hidmappers would 
doubtless escape scot free. Gov. Beveridge will 
insist upon the arrest of the kidnappers and 
their return to this State, This much is de- 
manded to assert the dignity of the State. When 
returned here, then it will rest with the judiciary 
to vindicate the laws of the State. 


THE TILTON-BEECHER SUIT. 

New Yorks, Dec. 28.—The argument on the 
appeal from the order of Judge McCue granting 
a bill of partic ulard in the Beecher-Tilton case 
was becun to-day before Judges Nelson and 
Reynolds.
